Secrecy  and 
star  charts 

As  the  Bay  Guardian  was 
going  to  press  May  7, 1  got  a 
call  from  state  Sen.  Quentin 
Kopp’s  office.  The  senator  had 
decided  to  carry  on  his  efforts  to 
open  up  the  offices  of  city  attor¬ 
neys  and  the  attorney  general.  He 
wants  to  pass  a  law  stating  that  the 
public  is  an  elected  attorney’s 
client.  Currently,  we  elect  these 
folks  and  pay  their  salaries,  but 
they  claim  they  don’t  work  for  us. 
How  do  you  figure? 

As  I  report  on  page  10,  Kopp’s 
bill,  SB  208,  would  remove  much 
of  the  blanket  exemption  now 
shielding  city  attorneys,  like  San 
Francisco’s  Louise  Renne,  from 
the  California  Public  Records  Act. 
That  may  not  seem  important,  but 
it  is.  My  job  is  to  watchdog  the 
political  process  and  report  to  the 
public  when  it  is  being  corrupted. 
That’s  what  my  editor  expects  and 
that’s  why  I  enjoy  constitutional 
protections. 

I  know  how  important  SB  208  is 
because  almost  every  time  I  follow 
a  local  story  of  political  influence 
and  possible  corruption,  the  trail 
disappears  into  Renne ’s  office.  And 
if  you  think  it’s  hard  for  me,  imag¬ 
ine  what  it  would  be  like  for  the 
general  public. 

SB  208  has  been  held  over  until 
January,  but  Kopp  can  have  it 
heard  this  year  if  he  gets  the  rule 
waiver  he  is  asking  for  from  the 
Senate  Rules  Committee.  If  he  suc¬ 
ceeds,  SB  208  goes  back  to  the 
Senate  Judiciary,  where  passage  is 
possible,  but  not  assured.  Letters  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee  would 
certainly  help  this  worthy  effort.

94248-0001. 

With  that  said,  it’s  time  for  a  lit¬ 
tle  apology  and  then  an  announce¬ 
ment.  First,  the  apology.  In  this 
space  last  week,  I  incorrectly 
reported  the  monthly  circulation  of 
the  East  Bay  Guardian.  The  correct 
circulation  is  80,000.  My  apologies 
to  editor  Steve  Stallone  and  all  the 
staff  who  work  so  hard  to  be  not 
only  the  biggest  but  the  best  across 
the  Bay.

LIKE  a  pit  bull,  Gov.  Pete  Wilson  won’t  let 
go  of  his  determination  to  punish  Rich¬ 
mond’s  schoolchildren  for  the  budgetary 
sins  of  their  elders.  He  is  now  pursuing  his  prey 
to  the  state  Supreme  Court,  appealing  a  lower- 
court  decision  that  would  force  the  state  to  offer 
Richmond  a  bailout  loan. 

Whatever  the  outcome,  the  collapse  of  our 
school-finance  system,  demonstrated  so  dra¬ 
matically  in  the  Richmond  case,  will  continue  to 
threaten  the  education  of  California’s  children. 

As  we  show  in  a  special  report  beginning  on 
page  15,  many  of  the  very  programs  that  are  most 
important  to  youngsters’  personal  development, 
and  many  of  the  significant  systemwide  im¬ 
provements  in  San  Francisco  public  schools,  are 
slated  to  be  sacrificed  next  year.  Our  schools 
might  lose  newcomer  programs,  electives  like 
music  and  art,  and  other  critical  programs  —  all 
because  of  adults’  inability  or  refusal  to  work  out 
a  sound  school-finance  system. 

Sacramento  Democrats,  proposing  a  shell 
game  that  would  hit  schools  almost  as  hard  as 
Wilson’s  proposed  budget,  would  be  equally  to 
blame  if  these  undeserved  sacrifices  are  forced 
on  the  youngest  Californians  at  the  time  in  their 
lives  when  they  most  need  care,  education,  and 
guidance.  There  is  still  time  to  defend  full  fund¬ 
ing  for  schools,  and  there  are  obvious  ways  it 
could  be  done  —  by  adopting  some  of  the  pro¬ 
gressive  revenue  proposals  laid  out  in  the  Bay 
Guardian’s  ongoing  “Budget  Crunch”  series, 
including  those  advanced  by  the  California  Tax 
Reform  Association  (see  Bay  Guardian 
4/l’4/9 1).  For  example,  restoring  the  tax  rate  on 
the  top  bracket  of  both  businesses  and  individu¬ 
als  to  1 1  percent  —  as  it  was  before  the  1 987  tax 
“reform”  lowered  it  —  would  provide  approxi¬ 
mately  $2  billion,  the  amount  by  which  Wilson 
proposes  to  cut  school  funds. 

This  year’s  funding  crisis  has  also  led  school 
board  members,  school-finance  experts,  and 


SEVERAL  TIMES  in  recent  years,  the  Bay 
Guardian  and  the  Ndrthern  California 
chapter  of  the  Society  of  Professional 
Journalists  have  sent  out  questionnaires  to  pin 
down  local  politicians  on  their  views  about  open 
meetings  and  open  records.  Nearly  all  the  politi¬ 
cians  paid  pre-election  lip  service  to  the  idea  of 
open  government,  but  they  have  done  little  to 
open  the  City  Hall  doors  that  are  constantly 
slamming  shut. 

Instead,  things  have  gone  from  bad  to  worse. 
Mayor  Art  Agnos  has  gone  to  court  to  keep 
secret  the  names  of  applicants  to  city  boards  and 
commissions  and  to  keep  closed  the  meetings  of 
city  task  forces  like  the  Mayor’s  Housing 
Demolition  Task  Force.  City  Attorney  Louise 
Renne  has  gone  to  Sacramento  to  lead  the  fight 
against  Senate  Bill  208,  a  bill  that  would  restrict 
her  ability  to  establish  city  policy  inside  her 
office  and  then  keep  the  public  out  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  by  claiming  attorney-client  privilege  (see 
story,  page  10).  And  the  city’s  shadowy  State 
Legislation  Committee,  working  quietly 
through  its  Sacramento  lobbyist,  has  gone  to 
great  lengths  to  join  other  city  and  county  gov¬ 
ernments  to  oppose  legislation  like  SB  208. 

Over  the  years,  secrecy  in  San  Francico  has 
had  a  profound  and  expensive  impact  in  shaping 
city  policy  on  issues  as  important  as  the  down¬ 
town  ballpark  proposals,  Mission  Bay,  the 
Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Co.-power  sales  con¬ 
tract,  and  the  Olympic  Club  settlement.  Now  is 
the  time  for  local  politicians  —  in  particular,  all 
mayoral  candidates  —  to  pul  up  or  shut  up  when 


tax-reform  advocates  to  think  more  about  long- 
run,  major  reforms.  Many  are  whispering  more 
and  more  loudly  about  looking  back  to  Califor¬ 
nia’s  first  and  greatest  tax-cutting  measure, 
Proposition  13,  to  alter  or  abolish  it.  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  school  people  in  particular  are  frustrated 
with  their  dependence  on  state  funds  and  want  a 
return  to  local  funding,  to  give  local  taxpayers 
and  decision-makers  more  control, 

A  re-examination  of  Prop.  13,  the  1978  refer¬ 
endum  that  imposed  severe  limits  on  local  prop¬ 
erty  taxes,  is  certainly  in  order.  It  is  also  unques¬ 
tionably  important  to  increase  local  govern¬ 
ments’  ability  to  raise  revenues  —  not  only  to 
pay  for  schools,  but  to  fund  the  wide  range  of 
necessary  services  now  crumbling  for  lack  of 
resources. 

But  in  looking  for  ways  to  raise  local  rev¬ 
enue,  it  is  important  to  beware  of  the  property- 
tax  pitfalls  that  fueled  the  tax -protest  movement 
in  the  first  place.  Property  taxes  are  regressive, 
taking  more  from  lower-income  people  (even 
those  who  don’t  own  property,  because  land¬ 
lords  pass  on  the  tax).  Further,  they  tend  to  be 
arbitrary,  depending  on  flukes  of  housing  prices 
and  assessment  practices,  unrelated  to  people’s 
ability  to  pay. 

But  increasing  local  revenue  doesn’t  have  to 
mean  increasing  property  taxes.  As  Tim  Red¬ 
mond  reports  on  page  12,  local  communities  in 
other  parts  of  California  and  the  United  States 
have  developed  a  variety  of  progressive  taxes 
that  can  generate  needed  revenue  by  taking 
more  from  those  better  able  to  pay. 

In  this  year’s  current  budget  crises,  our  cur¬ 
rent  systems  of  both  city  and  state  finance  have 
clearly  been  shown  to  be  bankrupt.  It’s  high 
time  for  an  overhaul  of  public  finance  that  uses 
progressive  state  and  local  taxes  to  fund  the 
public  services  we  need  to  build  the  healthy  and 
productive  communities  we,  and  our  children, 
and  the  generations  to  come  deserve. 


it  comes  to  open  government. 

Terry  Francke,  executive  director  of  the  Cal¬ 
ifornia  First  Amendment  Coalition,  has  devel¬ 
oped  a  model  “sunshine  ordinance”  for  local 
legislative  bodies,  boards,  and  commissions  that 
supplements  the  existing  Brown  Act  and  makes 
it  more  effective.  Comprising  four  policy  areas, 
it  would: 

>•  Make  agendas  more  accurate  and  infor¬ 
mative  and  make  it  more  difficult  for  local  agen¬ 
cies  to  falsely  claim  an  item  is  “urgent”  in  order 
to  take  it  up  without  prior  notification  to  the 
public. 

>•  Spell  out  what  information  must  be 
included  on  a  notice  of  a  closed  session. 

>•  Ensure  that  actions  taken  in  closed  session 
are  publicly  reported  in  a  timely  and  detailed 
fashion. 

>■  Guarantee  that  all  documents  not  exempt 
from  the  California  Public  Records  Act  that  are 
available  to  a  legislative  body  are  also  available 
to  a  public  at  a  photocopying  charge  of  5  cents 
per  page. 

The  Bay  Guardian  will  be  sending  copies  of 
the  sunshine  ordinance  to  every  elected  offici;il 
and  mayoral  candidate  and  asking  for  their  suit- 
port.  Copies  are  also  available  at  our  office.  If 
adopted,  the  ordinance  would  put  the  city  at  th  e 
forefront  of  a  statewide  campaign  to  improve 
access  to  government.  So  far,  the  mayoral  can¬ 
didates  have  not  been  debating  the  issues  —  the 
model  sunshine  ordinance  would  be  a  perfect 
place  to  start.  Let  the  sun  shine  into  San  Francis¬ 
co  City  Hall.

Police  discipline 

SF  task  force 
considers  plan  to 
keep  cops  in  line 

WHILE  A  congressional  committee 
debates  stricter  criminal  penalties,  possi¬ 
bly  including  the  death  penalty,  against 
police  officers  who  use  excessive  force, 
a  local  task  force  is  considering  changes 
in  the  way  San  Francisco  disciplines 
police  officers.  But  critics,  including 
some  task  force  members,  say  the  pro¬ 
posed  changes  don’t  go  far  enough. 

In  the  past,  San  Francisco  police  offi¬ 
cers  found  guilty  of  brutality  have  gotten 
off  lightly,  said  task  force  member  John 
Crew,  a  lawyer  with  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  of  Northern  California. 
Crew  told  the  Bay  Guardian  that  the 
city’s  police  chief  and  Police  Commis¬ 
sion,  both  charged  with  disciplining  offi¬ 
cers,  rarely  fire  offenders  and  usually 
impose  no  sanctions  heavier  than  a  90- 
day  suspension. 

The  Mayor’s  Task  Force  on  Police 
Discipline  is  now  studying  Police  Chief 
Willis  Casey’s  proposal  for  a  new  disci¬ 
plinary  system  that  would  require  some 
cases  to  be  brought  automatically 
before  the  Police  Commission  and 
would  punish  some  forms  of  miscon¬ 
duct  with  automatic  termination  from 
the  force. 

Crew  supports  increasing  the  penal¬ 
ties  for  police  misconduct  but  is  critical 
of  Casey’s  proposal.  He  says  the  sug¬ 
gested  disciplinary  schedule  focuses  too 
much  on  the  result  of  the  officer’s 
behavior,  rather  than  the  behavior  itself. 
“For  example,  shooting  at  someone 
without  good  reason  should  be  consid¬ 
ered  very  serious,  regardless  of  whether 
the  officer  actually  hurts  someone,”  he 
said. 

Jill  Tregor,  who  represents  the  lesbian 
and  gay  Community  United  Against 
Violence  on  the  task  force,  told  the  Bay 
Guardian  the  task  force  is  dominated  by 
representatives  of  the  police  force  <tnd 
city  government,  with  no  minority  com¬ 
munity  representation. 

Task  force  chair  John  Keker,  who 
also  heads  the  Police  Commission,  has 
been  unavailable  for  comment  despite 
numerous  attempts  by  the  Bay  Guardian 
to  contact  him.  Task  force  staffer  New¬ 
ton  Lamb  also  failed  to  return  Bay 
Guardian  phone  calls. 

Attorney  Tito  Torres,  who  has  repre¬ 
sented  many  victims  of  police  brutality  f 
in  civil  suits,  says  unofficial  sources  told 
him  he  was  kept  off  the  task  force 
because  of  past  conflicts  between  him 
and  Casey. 

Torres  advocates  the  use  of  criminal 
sanctions  against  officers  guilty  of  bru¬ 
tality.  He  says  San  Francisco’s  “real 
dirty  cops,  the  Rambo-types,”  are  able  to 
violate  citizens’  rights  without  fear  of 
either  disciplinary  sanctions  or  criminal 
prosecution.  According  to  Torres,  “the 
use  of  unreasonable  force  is  a  battery  — 
perpetrators  should  be  charged  and 


brought  before  a  jury  within  60  days.” 

Such  criminal  prosecutions  are  rare  in 
San  Francisco.  John  Carbone  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney’s  Special  Prosecutions  Unit 
estimates  his  office  has  prosecuted  five 
police  officers  for  brutality  in  as  many 
years.  Carbone  said,  “Unfortunately, 
many  of  these  complaints  never  get  relat¬ 
ed  to  a  criminal  investigative  agency.” 

Torres  points  out  that  the  district 
attorney  will  not  investigate  complaints 
of  criminal  brutality.  Such  complaints 
must  be  made  to  the  Police  Department, 
which  then  investigates  and  decides 
whether  to  refer  them  to  the  district 
attorney. 

Rep.  Don  Edwards  (D-San  Jose),  told 
the  Bay  Guardian  he  believes  the  threat 
of  criminal  sanctions  “would  make  the 
[police]  departments  shape  up  their 
acts.”  Edwards  is  chair  of  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee’s  Subcommittee  on 
Civil  and  Constitutional  Rights,  which  is 
looking  into  changing  federal  criminal 
law  to  make  it  easier  to  prosecute  police 
brutality  cases.

Electroshock 

State  bill 
would  address 
alleged  abuses 

THE  MOMENTUM  from  the  recent 
San  Francisco  resolution  against  the 
city’s  use  and  financing  of  electroshock 
therapy  has  carried  over  to  the  state 
Legislature,  where  a  bill  to  help  end 
alleged  abuses  regarding  informed  con¬ 
sent  stands  a  good  chance  of  passing  its 
first  test. 

Rep.  Gil  Ferguson  (R -Newport 
Beach)  introduced  Assembly  Bill  1817, 
which  would  give  patients  the  right  to 
talk  with  a  county  patients’  rights  advo¬ 
cate  about  the  risks  and  benefits  of  the 
controversial  treatment  before  deciding 
to  undergo  it. 

Currently,  doctors  must  gain  patients’ 
informed  consent  prior  to  giving  the 
treatments,  but  advocates  of  the  bill  say 
the  consent  process  isn’t  working.  They 
say  patients  aren’t  always  fully  informed 
about  the  risks  and  at  times  are  forced  to 
have  the  therapy,  which  can  cause  mem¬ 
ory  loss  and  learning  disabilities,  against 
their  will. 

“Currently  patients  are  given  elec¬ 
troshock  without  wanting  to  have  it  and 
that’s  not  right,”  Rep.  John  Burton  (D- 
SF)  told  the  Bay  Guardian.  “I  oppose 
electroshock  therapy  . . .  unless  patients 
can  give  informed  consent.” 

Burton,  who  is  on  the  Assembly 
Health  Committee,  which  is  currently 
considering  the  bill,  said  it  stands  a 
good  chance  of  passing  out  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Burton  added  that  the  bill  was 
watered  down  to  help  overcome  opposi¬ 
tion,  but  that  more  patients’  rights 
reforms  will  probably  be  coming  down 
the  line. 

“This  is  the  best  wc  could  do  at  this 
time,”  said  Leonard  Frank,  a  former

Affordable  housing 

Tenants  fight 
higher  rents  as 
subsidies  end 

LOW-INCOME  tenants  in  two  large  San 
Francisco  apartment  buildings  are 
demanding  that  their  landlord  continue 
all  his  government  rent-subsidy  con¬ 
tracts  or  sell  the  building  to  them  as  a 
cooperative.  Otherwise,  they  argue,  rents 
could  rise  higher  than  the  current  tenants 
—  who  describe  themselves  as  mostly 
disabled,  elderly,  or  parents  with  depen¬ 
dent  children  —  can  afford. 

But  James  Johnson,  owner  of  the 
104-unit  Vista  del  Monte  complex  in  the 
affluent  Diamond  Heights  area  and  the 
92-unit  Prince  Hall  apartments  in  the 
Western  Addition,  said  he  is  planning  to 
cancel  his  151  five-year  “Section  8” 
contracts  with  the  federal  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  Department  next 
month,  because  HUD  will  not  increase 
its  rent  payments  for  the  apartments. 

Tenants  are  seeking  a  sympathetic 
nonprofit  development  corporation  to 
bid  for  the  two  properties  and  are  even¬ 
tually  hoping  to  buy  the  buildings  col¬ 
lectively,  so  they  can  avoid  having  to 
compete  with  wealthier  tenants  on  the 
open  market. 

But  so  far  the  tenants,  working  with 
Catholic  Charities’  Coalition  on  Low- 
Income  Housing,  have  arrived  at  no  def¬ 
inite  solution  and  are  quickly  running 
out  of  time  to  come  up  with  one. 

“If  we  lose  our  Section  8  contracts, 
we’re  going  to  have  to  pay  the  market 
rents,”  currently  estimated  by  HUD  to 
be  $558  a  month  for  a  one-bedroom 
apartment,  said  Vista  del  Monte  tenant 
Phaedra  Bell.  Bell  added  that  few  of  the 
tenants  she  knows  can  afford  to  pay 
more  than  the  30  percent  of  their 
incomes  —  many  of  which  are  between 
$500  and  $1,000  a  month  —  that  HUD 
requires  of  them.  Under  Section  8  con¬ 
tracts,  HUD  makes  up  the  difference 
between  this  tenant  payment  and  its 
standard  for  market-rate  rent. 

According  to  information  being  com¬ 
piled  by  the  Coalition  on  Low-Income 
Housing,  Johnson’s  cancelation  of  the 
contracts  is  part  of  a  national  trend. 
Meanwhile,  the  Section  8  program  itself 
came  close  to  being  eliminated  last  year 
and  now  survives  only  through  a  yearly 
battle  to  get  it  into  the  federal  budget. 

Tenants  and  local  HUD  representa¬ 
tive  Dirk  Murphy  note  that  Section  8 
“vouchers”  might  be  available  when 
building  contracts  expire,  so  tenants  can 
look  for  new  housing  on  the  open  mar¬ 
ket.  They  add,  however,  that  the  vouch¬ 
ers,  which  are  not  yet  guaranteed  by  the 
government,  would  not  necessarily  solve 


the  problem  of  securing  new  units. 

“It’s  very  unlikely  a  low-income  ten¬ 
ant  in  Diamond  Heights  could  find 
another  apartment  in  that  part  of  the  city 
without  putting  out  some  more  money  of 
their  own,”  said  Eddie  Stiel  of  the  Coali¬ 
tion  on  Low-Income  Housing.  That  part 
of  town  is  expensive,  he  pointed  out,  and 
landlords  there  tend  to  prefer  white-col¬ 
lar,  professional  tenants. 

Even  in  other  parts  of  San  Francisco, 
Stiel  said,  landlords  would  rather  rent  to 
more-affluent  tenants  than  those  151  ten¬ 
ants  about  to  lose  their  federal  subsidies. 

Johnson,  a  partner  of  the  Oakland- 
based  JAE  Properties,  said  he  has  noth¬ 
ing  against  Section  8  tenants  but  said  he 
has  lost  money  on  both  properties 
because  HUD  regulations  have  not 
allowed  him  to  raise  rents  on  Prince  Hall 
or  Vista  del  Monte. 

In  February,  HUD  turned  down  John¬ 
son’s  most  recent  request,  one  for  a  22 
percent  rent  hike. 

“It’s  kind  of  an  insane  structure,”  said 
Johnson,  who  bought  the  two  properties 
in  1977.  “We  cannot  keep  HUD  —  HUD 
is  the  primary  fly  in  the  ointment.” 

Murphy,  of  HUD,  said  his  organization 
has  no  way  to  stop  any  landlord  from  can¬ 
celing  a  contract.  “I  can’t  think  of  any 
method  we  have  to  stop  him,”  he  said. 
“There’s  no  legal  mechanism  we  can  use.” 

HUD  will  try  to  secure  Section  8 
vouchers  for  tenants  of  Johnson’s  build¬ 
ings,  Murphy  added,  but  he  agreed  that 
the  housing  market  could  prove  tough 
for  the  displaced. 

“It’s  not  illegal  discrimination  to 
refuse  Section  8  tenants,”  he  said.  To 
make  such  discrimination  illegal  “would 
take  an  act  of  Congress.”

Scavengers 

Kopp,  Norcal 
petition  SF  on 
garbage  rates 

AS  PREDICTED,  the  regulatory  battle 
between  state  Sen.  Quentin  Kopp  (I-SF) 
and  San  Francisco’s  scavenger  companies 
entered  a  second  round  last  week  (see  Bay 
Guardian,  5/1/91).  But  this  time,  Norcal 
Waste  Systems,  the  giant  parent  company 
of  the  city’s  waste-collection  firms,  is 
seeking  to  take  the  offensive. 

On  May  2,  Norcal  petitioned  the  city 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Rate 
Board  for  a  12.6  percent  increase  on  col¬ 
lection  rates.  If  the  petition  is  approved, 
the  monthly  residential  rate  for  weekly 
collection  of  a  32-gallon  can  would 
increase  from  $8.49  to  $9.56. 

According  to  Norcal  documents,  the 
increase  is  needed  to  offset  additional 
costs  and  lost  revenues  from  recycling 
and  hazardous-waste  programs,  as  well 
as  increased  costs  due  to  inflation. 

Kopp  immediately  responded  with  his 
own  “citizen’s  rate  application,”  request¬ 
ing  a  1 5  percent  rollback  in  collection

rates.  In  a  May  2  letter  to  Chief  Adminis¬ 
trative  Officer  Rudy  Nothenberg,  who 
chairs  the  rate  board,  Kopp  predicted  the 
rollback  would  save  ratepayers  approxi¬ 
mately  $14  million  a  year. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  will 
review  both  the  applications,  and  then 
the  department’s  director,  Richard 
Evans,  will  make  a  recommendation  that 
either  party  may  appeal  to  the  rate  board. 

Typically,  Norcal  has  fded  its  request 
for  rate  increases  quietly,  and  journalists 
could  obtain  copies  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.  But  that  was  before 
Kopp  politicized  the  process  last  year  by 
petitioning  for  a  rate  reduction  and 
accusing  Norcal  of  reaping  windfall 
profits  in  violation  of  the  City  Charter. 

This  time,  Norcal  initiated  an  aggres¬ 
sive  public  relations  campaign.  Deborah 
Rohrer,  San  Francisco  regional  manager 
for  Norcal,  mailed  copies  of  the  compa¬ 
ny’s  rate  petition  to  local  media,  com¬ 
plete  with  explanations  of  the  scav¬ 
enger’s  role  in  cleaning  up  after  the  1906 
earthquake  and  Norcal’s  artist-in-resi¬ 
dence  program  at  its  transfer  station.

FOI  UPDATE 

Bill  limiting 
attorney-client 
privilege  held 

PROPOSED  LEGISLATION  by  state 
Sen.  Quentin  Kopp  (I-SF)  that  would  in¬ 
crease  public  scrutiny  over  city  attorneys 
has  been  held  over  until  1992,  but  Kopp 
will  try  to  revive  the  bill  this  session. 


Senate  Bill  208,  as  originally  intro¬ 
duced,  would  have  made  the  public  the 
official  client  of  elected  government 
attorneys.  And  it  would  have  removed 
the  blanket  attorney-client  privilege  that 
exempts  the  records  of  elected  attorneys 
from  the  California  Public  Records  Act. 

The  bill  was  vehemently  opposed  by 
elected  attorneys,  lead  by  San  Francisco 
City  Attorney  Louise  Renne,  who  testi¬ 
fied  against  it  in  Sacramento.  It  enjoyed 
the  support  of  freedom  of  information 
advocates,  however. 

Terry  Francke,  executive  director  of 
the  California  First  Amendment  Coali¬ 
tion,  told  the  Bay  Guardian  that  SB  208 
removes  the  ability  of  an  elected  attor¬ 
ney  to  keep  a  political  issue  under  wraps. 

Legislators  amended  the  bill  several 
times.  Most  recently,  according  to  Kopp 
aide  Raul  Perez,  Kopp  accepted  an 
amendment  that  narrowed  the  focus  con¬ 
siderably.  Under  new  language,  only  city 
attorneys’  opinions  covering  conflicts  of 
interest  or  proposed  legislation  would  be 
avitilable  under  the  Public  Records  Act. 

At  an  April  30  hearing  before  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Judiciary  Committee,  committee  chair 
Bill  Lockyer  (D-San  Leandro)  requested 
further  study  on  the  amended  bill.  April 
30  was  the  deadline  for  committee  action 
on  new  bills  with  any  inherent  costs, 

Perez  told  the  Bay  Guardian,  so  SB  208 
became  a  “two-year  bill.” 

Kopp  told  the  Bay  Guardian  he 
would  have  had  more  time  if  he  had  not 
held  the  bill  over  from  a  April  23  hearing 
so  Renne  could  attend.  But  Renne  did 
not  attend  April  30,  Kopp  said,  sending 
her  deputy,  Burk  Delventhal,  instead. 

Kopp  intends  to  ask  the  Senate  Rules 
Committee  for  a  rule  waiver  so  the  bill 
could  be  heard  before  January  1992, 
Perez  said.

BUDGET 

CRUNCH 


Playing  chicken 


By  Tim  Redmond 

If  this  has  to  come  before  us  year  in  and  year  out, 
every  time  we  have  a  budget  crisis,  then  something  is 
wrong,  and  we  need  to  look  for  other  solutions.... 

/  was  talking  to  some  people  at  a  convention  I  attend¬ 
ed  just  recently  about  the  problems  that  we  face,  and 
everywhere,  the  same  problem  exists,  please  believe  me. 
How  are  we  going  to  keep  local  government  moving? 
That  is  a  tremendous  problem.  Because  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  states  throughout  don't  have  the  money 
to  underwrite  the  local  government.  So  local  government 
is  left  basically  to  stand  on  its  own  feet.  And  therefore  we 
have  to  look  at  ways  and  means  of  doing  things  that  are  a 
little  different  than  we  did  yesterday.... 

I’m  not  so  sure,  it’s  either  Boston  or  Baltimore,  one  of 
those  cities  that  have  an  income  tax,  a  local  income  tax: 
One  percent  of  your  salary  goes  to  income  tax.  That’s  not 
bad,  is  it? 

We  should  look  at  raising  a  few  taxes.  You  know,  we  do 
have  people  that  come  in  to  our  city  all  the  time,  such  as 
commuters  from  the  East  Bay. 

I  think  there  are  other  solutions  than  freezing  employ¬ 
ee  salaries,  and  I  would  encourage  the  Mayor’s  Office 
and  the  labor  unions  to  work  together  along  those  lines. 

YOU  KNOW  the  political  world  is  getting  very 
strange  indeed  when  some  of  the  most  useful  and 
progressive  ideas  in  the  San  Francisco  budget 
debate  come  from  Supervisor  Willie  Kennedy. 

But  when  I  turned  on  the  radio  to  listen  to  the  board 
meeting  April  29,  there  she  was,  rambling  on  in  her  own 
unmistakable  style  and  somehow  blurting  out  the  essence 
of  the  fiscal  crisis  facing  urban  America. 

I’M  SICK  of  writing  about  the  budget.  I  have  lots  of 
ideas  about  Bangladesh,  and  public  television,  and  the 
Pacific  Bell  computer  system,  and  the  Professional 
Golfers  Association,  and  other  important  things. 

But  now  I  have  to  do  something  very  annoying:  I  have 
to  repeat  what  I’ve  already  said  more  times  than  I  like  to 
think  about.  I’ll  try  to  be  brief. 

1 .  San  Francisco’s  budget  problems  are  not  temporary, 
and  they’re  not  the  result  of  the  recession.  The  crisis  is 
structural,  rooted  in  more  than  10  years  of  federal  and 
state  policies  aimed  at  reducing  taxes  for  the  rich,  cutting 
services  for  the  poor,  and  sticking  the  cities  with  the  tab. 

2.  San  Francisco  officials  have  made  matters  worse  by 
ignoring  the  structural  problems  and  treating  the  city  bud¬ 
get  as  a  political  game.  Everybody  dances  around  in  cir¬ 
cles  and  clucks  like  a  chicken,  then  the  music  stops  and 
the  winners  stick  somebody  else  with  the  blame. 

Most  of  the  players  know  exactly  what’s  going  on,  and 
some  are  pretty  unhappy  about  it.  Now  and  then,  a  few  of 
them  will  mumble  a  few  bold  words  about  changing  the 
system. 

When  the  music  starts,  everybody’s  a  chicken. 

3.  San  Francisco  could  act  like  a  leveraged-buyout 
specialist  who  tries  to  cut  costs  by  hacking  up  a  function¬ 
ing  business,  eliminating  thousands  of  decent  jobs,  and 
messing  up  the  local  economy.  Some  people  think  that’s  a 
fine  idea.  I  don’t. 

4.  Supervisor  Kennedy  has  it  right.  Ultimately,  San 
Francisco,  like  most  big  cities,  will  have  to  find  the  “ways 
and  means”  to  keep  its  local  services  running  and  make 


up  for  the  reductions  in  state  and  federal  services. 

When  Roberta  Achtenberg  was  running  for  supervi¬ 
sor,  she  told  me  she  wanted  to  set  up  a  task  force  to  study 
an  overhaul  of  the  city’s  tax  structure.  Mayor  Agnos  was 
making  some  noises  about  the  idea,  too.  But  the  sounds 
of  the  annual  budget  dance  have  drowned  them  out. 

As  the  Structural  Crisis  heads  into  its  fifth  year, 
nobody  has  put  forward  a  serious  progressive  agenda  for 
budget  reform.  Even  for  San  Francisco  politics,  it’s  a  dis¬ 
graceful  performance. 

Progressive  alternatives  aren’t  terribly  hard  to  find. 
I’ve  collected  a  whole  set  of  proposals,  and  I  don’t  even 
have  a  Secret  Budget  Task  Force  to  help  me  out. 

Here’s  one  basic  package  we  could  adopt  immediately: 

►  Establish  a  tea  on  income  earned  in  the  city.  Per¬ 
fectly  legal,  according  to  Deputy  City  Attorney  Burk 
Delventhal:  Only  the  state  can  levy  an  income  tax,  but 
cities  can  tax  the  right  to  work  within  city  limits.  Which 
is  even  better  —  everyone  who  works  in  San  Francisco, 
including  the  half-million  or  so  commuters,  pays  a  share 
of  the  cost  of  city  services.  Exempt  all  income  under 
$25,000.  Set  a  progressive  scale,  starting  at  1  percent  and 
rising  to  3  percent.  (And  remind  everyone  that  they  can 
deduct  the  local  payments  from  their  federal  income 
taxes.)  Estimated  annual  revenue:  $100  million. 

>-  Make  the  main  business  tax  progressive.  Why 
should  Chevron  pay  the  same  percentage  of  its  payroll  or 
gross  receipts  as  a  family-run  restaurant  or  small 
machine  shop?  Why  should  small  businesses,  which  cre¬ 
ate  most  of  the  new  jobs,  carry  the  heaviest  tax  burden? 
Abolish  the  small-business  registration  fee,  reduce  the 
rate  for  the  smaller  companies  to  0.5  percent,  and  jack  it 
up  to  3  percent  for  Chevron.  Most  pay  something  in 
between.  Skew  the  rates  toward  the  high  end  and  set 
them  to  raise  an  additional  $50  million. 

>-  Tax  the  stock  exchange.  A  tiny  tax  on  stock  trans¬ 
fers  helped  save  New  York  from  bankruptcy  in  the 
1970s.  Tokyo  raises  $12  billion  a  year  that  way.  Make  it 
minimal  —  small  investors  barely  notice.  The  big  specu¬ 
lators  and  the  LBO  folks  get  hit  the  hardest,  and  they 
deserve  it.  Total  new  revenue:  $10  million. 

>  Jack  up  the  franchise  fees  for  private  monopolies. 
Viacom  makes  a  killing  and  gives  lousy  service.  Ditto 
PG&E  and  Pacific  Bell.  They  use  the  city  streets,  and  we 
charge  them  a  pittance.  Total  new  revenue:  $20  million. 

Unless  I’m  wrong,  that’s  $180  million  right  there, 
without  cutting  a  single  deputy  mayor. 

I  hope  I  don’t  have  to  go  through  this  again. 

THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  supervisors  just  voted  to 
approve  about  $70  million  in  pay  hikes  for  city 
employees.  The  mayor,  who  plans  a  veto,  wants  to 
freeze  salaries  for  a  year.  A  wage  freeze  doesn’t  solve  the 
budget  problem  —  it  just  puts  it  off.  Next  year,  under  the 
City  Charter,  the  employees  get  two  years’  worth  of  rais¬ 
es,  and  the  problem  is  twice  as  bad. 

By  then,  of  course,  the  mayor  plans  to  be  re-elected. 
Now  the  unions  and  the  mayor  are  “negotiating”;  the 
mayor  will  likely  drag  things  out,  then  present  the  super¬ 
visors  with  a  balanced  budget  that  includes  a  wage 
freeze.  If  the  supes  reject  the  freeze,  they’ll  have  to  find 
$70  million  worth  of  program  cuts. 

The  game  goes  on. 

But  not  forever.  At  some  point,  even  dancing  chickens 
have  to  come  home  to  roost.  ■

Starving  the  spirit 

San  Francisco's  projected  $25  million  budget  cut  will  strip  schools  to  the  bone 
depriving  kids  of  important  learning  experiences

IT’S  LUNCHTIME,  but  in  San 
Francisco’s  Aptos  Middle  School 
jazz-band  room,  a  half-dozen  sax¬ 
ophone,  flute,  and  trumpet  play¬ 
ers  have  come  in  for  some  extra 
coaching  on  their  solos.  First-year 
teacher  Curtis  Shaw  stands  close  by  as 
each  kid  plays,  tapping  out  the  rhythm 
and  making  suggestions. 

“He  works  with  them  at  lunch  and 
on  Saturdays,”  says  Principal  Adele 
Marie  Dunn.  “These  are  not  kids  who 
have  had  previous  lessons.  They  are 
from  every  background  and  ethnic 
group.  One  special  education  kid  only 
comes  to  this  class  —  he  cuts  all  the 
others.”  Many  special  education  stu¬ 
dents,  Dunn  says,  “are  not  grabbed  by 
anything  else  in  school,  but  they  are 
by  music.” 

Down  the  hall,  Joan  Murray  teach¬ 
es  classical  orchestral  and  chamber 
music  in  a  large,  light  room  lined  with 
rows  of  cellos  and  cupboards  of  vio¬ 
lins,  high-quality  instruments  the 
school’s  active  parent  group  has 
scrounged  from  neighbors’  attics  and 
closets. 

Music,  Murray  says,  is  not  just  a 
way  to  “hook”  kids,  but  to  teach  them 
important  lessons.  “Because  of  the 
pressure  of  performance,”  she  says, 
“it  teaches  them  a  high  standard  of 
excellence.  Mediocrity  is  not  good 
enough.  You  can  play  a  piece  all  the 
way  through,  but  if  you  hit  a  wrong 


note  in  the  end,  people  will  say  you’re 
a  klutz.” 

In  addition:  “My  kids  have  to  do  a 
theory  workbook  that  teaches  them 
math  and  reading  skills.  And  English 
is  not  necessary  —  I  teach  ESL 
[English  as  a  Second  Language]  kids 
who  can’t  even  say  hello.  By  the  time 
they  play  an  instrument  well,  they 
have  built-in  friends.  They  feel  they 
belong  to  something.  In  a  big  school, 
that’s  important.” 

But  next  year,  Aptos’  whole  elab¬ 
orate  music  program  may  be  gone, 
along  with  all  its  other  electives, 
including  journalism,  cooking, 
sewing,  woodworking,  and  more. 
Superintendent  Ramon  Cortines’ 
plan  for  dealing  with  the  expected 
$25  million  cut  in  state  funding 
would  cut  one  class  period  from  the 
school  day  in  middle  schools  and  the 
first  two  years  of  high  school,  thus 
eliminating  all  middle  school  elec¬ 
tives  and  most  in  the  ninth  and  tenth 
grades.  Shaw,  along  with  about  580 
other  teachers,  would  be  laid  off; 
Murray  would  return  to  social  studies 
teaching. 

School  Board  member  Fred 
Rodriguez  says  board  members  are 
“committed  to  restoring  the  sixth 
period.  We  will  do  everything  in  our 
power  to  make  sure  that  happens.  For 
five  grades,  to  reduce  the  school  day 
by  one  subject  has  too  serious  an 
impact  on  the  quality  of  education.” 

Teaching  students  to  use  a  wood 


lathe  or  sewing  machine  or  potter’s 
wheel  might  seem  like  a  pleasant  but 
unnecessary  frill.  But  the  preteens 
and  young  teenagers  in  grades  six 
through  10  need  much  more  than  the 
three  R’s  to  develop  into  educated 
and  productive  young  adults.  “The 
function  of  a  middle  school,”  says 
Aptos  Assistant  Principal  Matthew 
Gaffney,  “is  to  help  youngsters 
explore,  discover  themselves  and 
where  their  talents  lie,  whether  it’s  in 
academics,  art,  athletics,  or  any  other 
kind  of  human  endeavor.” 

The  endangered  electives  are 
important  for  motivation,  for  connec¬ 
tion  to  other  subjects  like  language 
and  math,  and  for  youngsters’  person¬ 
al  growth.  “You  cannot  treat  children 
and  young  people  the  same,  way  you 
treat  cardboard  boxes  coming  off  an 
assembly  line,”  said  teachers  union 
Vice  President  Judy  Dellanrionica. 

But  restoring  the  sixth  period 
would  cost  about  $5  million,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Rodriguez  —  and  it’s  not  clear 
where  the  money  would  come  from, 
(see  accompanying  story,  page  16) 

Rodriguez,  along 

with  many  of  San  Francis¬ 
co’s  teachers  and  parents,  is 
proud  of  the  system’s 
recent  improvements.  “If 
you  look  at  the  numbers,”  he  says, 
“we’ve  really  cut  the  dropout  rate 
greatly,  our  students  are  achieving  at 
a  higher  rate,  we’ve  reduced  the  num¬ 


ber  of  suspensions  to  a  minimum.  A 
lot  of  things  are  going  well.  Just  go  to 
the  schools  and  you  get  the  feel  of  it.” 

In  a  meeting  of  parents  and  teach¬ 
ers  mapping  strategy  for  fighting  the 
budget  cut,  someone  pointed  out  that 
some  people  oppose  school  spending 
“because  of  a  perception  that  schools 
stink.”  Parents  Lobby  President  Jill 
Wynn  responded  emphatically,  “We 
have  to  let  people  know  that  educa¬ 
tion  here  is  good  and  getting  better.” 

Superintendent  Cortines  conclud¬ 
ed  his  Feb.  21  budget  update  with  an 
inspirational  insistence  that  “if  we  ... 
keep  our  vision  in  the  forefront  we 
will,  in  fact  we  must,  continue  to 
make  progress.”  Many  credit  the 
superintendent  for  educationally 
sound  priorities  amid  the  devastating 
cuts:  holding  the  line  on  —  and  in 
some  cases  decreasing  —  class  size 
and  adding  special  support  for  at-risk 
elementary  school  students. 

But  at  the  same  time,  Cortines 
admitted,  “This  proposed  budget  will 
drastically  affect  our  ability  to  contin¬ 
ue  to  improve  the  district.” 

In  general,  San  Francisco  educa¬ 
tors  talk  in  apocalyptic  terms  about 
the  effects  of  the  anticipated  $25  mil¬ 
lion  budget  cut.  “We  are  at  the  point 
now,”  Dellamonica  says,  “where  edu¬ 
cation  as  we  know  it  will  not  exist  in 
San  Francisco  if  all  that  has  been  pro¬ 
posed  goes  through.” 

“Assuming  there  has  been  some  fat,” 
Rodriguez  comments,  “we’ve  hit  bone.” 


Part  of  the  reason  the  anticipated 
cuts  will  be  so  devastating,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Unified  School  District  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Fiscal  Services  Robert  Golton 
says,  is  that  San  Francisco’s  annual 
school  budget  has  already  been  cut  by 
S30  million  over  the  last  five  years. 
His  voice  sounds  weary  over  the  tele¬ 
phone  as  he  ticks  off  the  items  already 
eliminated:  career/college  coun¬ 
selors,  special  teachers  for  small- 
group  remedial  instruction,  driver’s 
education,  and  funds  for  replacement 
furniture.  With  next  year’s  proposed 
cut,  schools  will  get  only  a  little  more 
than  half  their  1985  allotment  for 
paper,  supplies,  and  library  books. 

“We  re  just  going  to  the  same  well 
over  and  over.”  Golton  sounds  dis¬ 
couraged.  “Every  time  I  talk  about 
this  —  it’s  extremely  painful.  It’s  just 
terrible.” 

Next  year’s  plan  would  also  close 
several  schools,  including  Balboa 
High  School,  eliminate  all  high 
school  interscholastic  sports,  close 
school  libraries  for  part  of  the  week, 
cut  out  several  programs  that  help 
teachers  learn  better  teach ir  meth¬ 
ods,  and  slash  the  transportal  i  bud¬ 
get  for  special  education  students. 
And  the  list  of  cuts  goes  on  and  on. 

Across  town  from 
Aptos  Middle  School,  the 
Chinese  Education  Center 
(CEC)  is  tucked  away  on 
an  alley  among  the  highris- 
es  between  Chinatown  and  the 
Transamerica  building. 

In  its  23  years  of  existence,  the 
CEC,  one  of  three  “newcomer”  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  for  recent  immi¬ 
grants  who  speak  no  English,  has 
evolved  close  ties  with  a  supportive 
network  of  Chinatown  social  service, 
child  care,  and  health  agencies  —  ties 
that  could  be  broken  if,  as  the  super¬ 
intendent’s  budget  proposes,  the 
school  is  closed  and  its  bilingual 
classes  simply  added  onto  another 
elementary  school. 

Principal  Jones  Wong  meets  with 
new  parents,  typically  recent  arrivals 
to  the  United  States,  and  organizes 
monthly  parent-education  classes 
where  service  agency  representa¬ 
tives  describe  their  resources  and 
discuss  issues  like  discipline  meth¬ 
ods  and  health  care.  “We  are  becom¬ 
ing  more  and  more  a  social  service 
referral  agency”  as  well  as  a  school, 
Wong  says. 

At  a  time  when  schools-as-ser- 
vice -centers  is  the  newest  educational 
proposal,  CEC  is  already  providing 
that  kind  of  support  —  but  Wong 
fears  moving  will  destroy  it. 

“We’re  able  to  take  kids  at  any 
time  of  year  and  deal  with  them  at 
their  level,”  Wong  says,  by  starting 
new  classes  in  September,  February, 
and  April.  After  a  year  of  learning 
English  and  keeping  up  with  regular 
school  subjects  in  Cantonese,  chil¬ 
dren  transfer  to  bilingual  classes  in 
other  schools.  Special  events 
throughout  the  year,  like  the  commu¬ 
nity-wide  Thanksgiving  celebration, 
help  Children  and  their  families  build 
ties  and  explore  their  new  country. 

Wong,  the  teachers,  and  the  par¬ 
ents  have  written  letters  and  made 
impassioned  pleas  to  leave  their 
school  in  its  own  building,  with  its 
own  principal  to  keep  its  special  pro¬ 
grams  on  track  —  but  the  district  may 
decide  it  can  no  longer  afford  the  few 
extra  salaries  and  other  expenses  of

maintaining  the  CEC  and  the  other 
newcomer  elementary  schools  for 
Latino  and  Filipino  children.

SINCE  JANUARY,  when 
Gov.  Pete  Wilson  set  off 
alarms  in  schools  all  over 
the  state  by  announcing 
that  he  wanted  to  cut  $2  bil¬ 
lion  from  public-education  funds,  San 
Francisco’s  School  Board  members, 
teachers,  parents,  and  students  have 
combined  intensive  lobbying  for 
more  state  money  with  frantic  scram¬ 
bling  for  local  solutions  that  could 
avert  the  most  disastrous  effects  of 
the  biggest-ever  state-funding  cut. 

So  far,  however,  schemes  for  finding 
money  on  a  local  level  are  all  clouded 
by  serious  doubts,  and  school  support¬ 
ers  have  been  bitterly  disappointed  by 
Sacramento  Democrats’  response  to 
Wilson’s  budget  —  an  “accounting 
shell  game,”  in  the  words  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Unified  School  District  Director 
of  Fiscal  Services  Robert  Golton,  that 
would  give  the  schools  only  a  little  more 
than  Wilson  proposed. 

Moreover,  school  supporters 
throughout  the  state  have  weakened 


pies  of  what  School  Board  President 
Tom  Ammiano  calls  “the  human  fac¬ 
tor,  the  dynamism  between  kid  and 
teacher,  between  teacher  and  parent” 
that  is  destroyed  when  layoffs  bump 
teachers  from  school  to  school  and 
out  the  door.  “People  adjust,”  Ammi¬ 
ano  concedes,  “but  what’s  the  point? 
Where’s  the  trust?”  ■ 


their  own  campaign  by  remaining,  on 
the  whole,  stuck  in  their  usual  politi¬ 
cal  stance  (“more  money  for  schools, 
period”).  Although  they  have  begun 
to  talk  about  the  need  for  more  state 
revenue,  they  have  neither  forged  a 
coalition  with  advocates  for  other 
state  services  (health,  welfare,  higher 
education),  nor  taken  a  stand  in  favor 
of  progressive  taxation. 

THE  TEACHERS  union.  Unit¬ 
ed  Educators  of  San  Francis¬ 
co  (UESF),  is  “unabashedly, 
unapologetically”  calling  for 
“no  layoffs,”  says  union  Pres¬ 
ident  Joan  Marie  Shelley. 

Acknowledging  that  the  money  is 
simply  not  there,  union  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  Judy  Dellamonica  says:  “We 
understand  that  for  the  district  to  vote 
against  layoffs  would  be  a  risk  for 
them,  but  we  believe  there  is  a  safety 
net  through  which  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  would  not  fall  if  they  took  this 
gamble.  We  will  not  end  up  with  a 
$25  million  shortfall.” 

Maybe  not.  But  as  reports  from 


Sacramento  continue  to  be  discourag¬ 
ing,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Ramon  Cortines  has  been  looking 
hard  for  local  sources  of  funds  to  help 
the  district  avoid  some  of  the  layoffs. 

So  far  the  superintendent  has  come 
up  with  two  schemes  for  finding  the 
money  locally:  raising  a  local  1/4  per¬ 
cent  sales  tax  and  dipping  into  a  spe¬ 
cial  desegregation -program  fund  that 
has  been  sitting  in  limbo  because  its 
legal  status  is  in  dispute.  The  gover¬ 
nor’s  recent  sales  tax  proposal,  how¬ 
ever,  has  discouraged  some  local 
school  people,  who  fear  voters  might 
balk  at  approving  an  extra  local  boost 
on  top  of  Wilson’s  proposed  1-1/4 
percent.  And  some  in  the  district  are 
wary  of  using  money  from  the  deseg¬ 
regation  fund,  since  the  district’s  legal 
claim  to  it  is  unclear. 

School  Board  member  Fred  Rod¬ 
riguez  suggests  that  the  district  might 
save  $2  million  by  freezing  teachers’ 
salaries.  Dellamonica  comments  that 
the  teachers  “are  not  in  a  position  to 
volunteer  to  bail  out  the  district.” 

Without  major  new  local  revenue 
sources,  most  of  the  hope  for  preserv¬ 
ing  endangered  school  programs  still 
depends  on  Sacramento,  and  it  is  to 
the  Legislature  that  San  Francisco 
school  supporters  have  turned  most  of 
their  political  energy. 

On  April  13,  bus  drivers  union 
members  drove  18  busloads  of  stu¬ 
dents,  teachers,  and  parents  to  Sacra¬ 
mento  for  a  statewide  rally  for  school 
funding.  In  the  Legislature,  UESF 
lobbyist  Marcia  Hunt  and  other  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  unions,  school  districts, 
and  the  statewide  Parent  Teacher 
Association  —  organized  in  a  new 
lobbying  group  called  the  Unusual 
Coalition —  have  been  watchdogging 
the  legislative  budget  process.  On 
April  23,  the  Unusual  Coalition 
staged  demonstrations  of  hundreds  of 
parents,  students,  and  teachers  at 
dozens  of  state  legislators’  offices, 
mostly  in  Southern  California. 

Meanwhile,  in  San  Francisco, 
UESF,  the  Parents  Lobby,  the  PTA, 


Sacramento: 
You  lose,  kids 

While  Democrats  propose  school-budget  cuts 
almost  as  big  as  the  governor's ,  parents  and 
educators  are  mobilizing  to  demand  more 


Why  do  schools  cost  so  much? 


Is  it  teachers  unions?  Gov. 
Wilson  says  so  —  and  some  experts 
on  school  finance,  like  Penny  How¬ 
ell  of  the  Menlo  Park  think  tank 
EdSource,  agree  that  teachers  union 
contracts  are  among  the  “con¬ 
straints”  on  school  finance.  “Staff 
salaries,  and  particularly  benefits, 
have  increased  faster  than  the  cost 
of  living,”  Howell  said. 

San  Francisco  School  Board 
member  Fred  Rodriguez,  however, 
said:  “If  people  think  teachers  are 
overpaid,  I  disagree.  Regardless  of 
union  contracts,  our  salaries  are 
still  not  competitive  with  other 
occupations.” 

San  Francisco  teachers  union 
Vice  President  Judy  Dellamonica 
emphatically  agreed.  California 
teachers’  salary  increases  have  not 
kept  pace  with  those  of  other  profes¬ 
sions,  other  state  workers  —  or  leg¬ 
islators,  she  said.  And  she  com¬ 
mented,  “Aren’t  the  people  who 
prepare  our  young  people  for  the 
future  woith  a  decent  salary?” 

Is  it  state  mandates?  Regu¬ 
lations  governing  everything  from 
accounting  methods  to  the  number 
of  minutes  in  a  school  day  impose 
more  “constraints”  on  school 
finance,  Howell  said. 


But  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  Tom  Sammon  said  many  of 
those  requirements  are  necessary  to 
ensure  quality  standards  in  large 
school  systems. 

Others,  Rodriguez  pointed  out, 
reflect  important  goals:  Special  edu¬ 
cation,  for  example,  is  very  expen¬ 
sive,  but  the  requirements  were 
adopted  “out  of  a  belief  that  we 
should  provide  all  individuals  with 
an  education.” 

Is  it  inefficiency?  Julia  Kop- 
pich,  deputy  director  of  a  Stan¬ 
ford/Berkeley  think  tank  called  Pol¬ 
icy  Analysis  for  California  Educa¬ 
tion,  pointed  to  the  lack  of  coordina¬ 
tion  in  all  services  to  children  — 
education,  health,  and  welfare  —  as 
a  source  of  inefficiency.  Her  group 
recently  issued  a  report  highly  criti¬ 
cal- of  schools’  traditional  methods 
and  organization.  But  it’s  not  clear 
that  reforms  would  make  schools 
cheaper  (see  below). 

Is  it  because  of  students’ 
changing  needs?  Almost  every¬ 
one  agrees  there  are  increased 
demands  on  schools.  Wilson,  how¬ 
ever,  has  focused  attention  mainly 
on  immigrants’  demands  for  ser¬ 
vices  like  language  teaching.  Most 


educators  describe  the  increasing 
demands  much  more  broadly. 

“Our  society  has  changed  in  so 
many  ways  from  when  Pete  Wilson 
went  to  school,”  Dellamonica  said. 
“It’s  not  the  old  days,  with  Dick  and 
Jane  and  Puff  and  Spot.” 

Does  improving  schools 
just  cost  more  money?  Rod¬ 
riguez  argued  that  it  does.  He 
pointed  to  Pres.  George  Bush’s 
rhetorical  commitment  to  preschool 
education  and  asked,  “How  can  you 
offer  Head  Start  to  every  child  with¬ 
out  money?” 

Koppich  also  pointed  to  the  cost 
of  educational  improvement. 
“Schools  are  called  upon  now  to 
provide  a  different  kind  of  educa¬ 
tion,”  she  said.  “Teaching  critical 
thinking  skills,  writing,  technology 
skills.  To  do  that  you  need  more 
r  staff  and  staff  training.  To  reorga¬ 
nize  schools  you  need  time  to  think, 
to  experiment.” 

Why  does  education  cost 
so  much?  “Education  doesn't 
cost  so  much!”  Dellamonica  retort¬ 
ed.  “We  should  be  putting  more 
money  into  education.  We  need  to 
lower  class  size,  reduce  the 
dropout  rate,  make  sure  we  have 
good  materials  and  textbooks.  We 
need  the  tools,  and  part  of  what  we 
need  in  the  toolbox  is  flat-out  addi¬ 
tional  dollars.”  —  J.T.

and  school  district  representatives, 
meeting  weekly  as  San  Franciscans 
United,  have  distributed  information  to 
schools,  circulated  petitions,  and  met 
with  local  legislators.  Parents  Lobby 
President  Jill  Wynn  says:  “All  of  our 
legislators  have  been  getting  hundreds 
of  letters  from  San  Francisco  every 
week  for  two  months.  The  legislators 
have  let  us  know  they  are  impressed.” 

But  despite  Dellamonica’s  brave 
assertion  that  a  safety  net  exists,  the 
people  who  are  cheerleading  all  this 
energetic  protest  seem  to  be  feeling  a 
little  discouraged  —  and  more  than  a 
little  betrayed  —  by  Sacramento’s 
response  to  their  efforts. 

ANGER  AT  Wilson’s  budget 
priorities  is  familiar — “gas 
chambers  over  preschools,” 
as  School  Board  President 
Tom  Ammiano  puts  it,  al¬ 
luding  to  Wilson’s  proposed  increase 
in  the  prison  budget.  (“If  Wilson’s  not 
Deukmejian,”  quips  Ammiano,  who 
moonlights  as  a  professional  comedi¬ 
an,  “how  come  I’ve  never  seen  them 
together  in  the  same  place?”) 

But  the  anger  escalated  when 
school  ]>eople  discovered  that  the 
Democrats’  plan  wasn’t  much  better. 
When  Wilson  announced  he  wanted 
to  suspend  Proposition  98,  which 
guarantees  40  percent  of  the  state 
budget  to  education,  school  support¬ 
ers  responded  with  a  vigorous  cam¬ 
paign  to  save  Prop.  98.  Some  San 
Francisco  Democrats,  including 
Speaker  Willie  Brown,  Sen.  Milton 
Marks,  and  Rep.  John  Burton, 
promised  to  vote  against  suspending 
the  measure,  while  others,  notably 
Rep.  Jackie  Speier,  seemed  inclined 
to  go  along  with  the  governor. 

Recently,  however.  Democratic 
leaders,  together  with  state  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Schools  William  Honig, 
came  up  with  a  scheme  that  would 


leave  Prop.  98  officially  in  place 
while  cutting  school  funds  almost  as 
much  as  Wilson  wants. 

The  proposal  basically  pretends 
that  $1  billion  of  last  year’s  school 
funding  was  a  loan,  since  it  was  more 
than  the  amount  guaranteed  by  Prop. 
98.  Therefore,  $1  billion  can  be 
lopped  off  this  year’s  school  funds  by 
calling  it  a  repayment  of  the  loan. 
Under  this  plan,  San  Francisco’s 
schools  would  still  suffer  a  S21  mil¬ 
lion  cut,  only  $4  million  less  than 
under  Wilson’s  plan. 

Educators  and  parents  responded 
indignantly  that  Prop.  98  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  set  a  minimum,  not  a  maxi¬ 
mum,  school  allotment.  “All  of  a  sud¬ 
den  the  floor  has  become  the  ceiling,” 
Ammiano  comments.  “No  wonder 
the  kids  are  confused.” 

“This  is  what’s  being  proposed  by 
our  friends”  Golton  emphasized  iron¬ 
ically  in  a  meeting  of  parent  and  union 
leaders.  “Willie  Brown  and  Honig.  It’s 
good  news  about  Prop.  98  [remaining 
intact],  but  it’s  not  clear  how  much 
good  news  we  can  stand.” 

And,  Golton  warns,  it  could  get 
worse.  That’s  why  the  school  district 
hasn’t  recrunched  its  budget  numbers 
on  the  basis  of  a  $21  million  cut.  In

Comeback  Kids 

Former  dropouts  find  they  like  school  at  Oakland's  Emiliano  Zapata 

Oakland  Street  Academy

FROM  THE  outside,  it  looks 
like  a  typical  1950s-era  Amer¬ 
ican  public  school:  a  large 
beige  building  with  broad 
steps  leading  up  to  a  high  door 
with  the  words  Grant  High  School 
inscribed  above  it. 

Once  inside,  however,  it  takes 
only  a  moment  to  realize  that  some¬ 
thing  unusual  is  going  on.  A  large 
banner,  emblazoned  with  a  drawing 
of  the  Mexican  revolutionary  hero, 
reveals  the  school’s  true  name:  “The 
Emiliano  Zapata  Oakland  Street 
Academy.”  And  despite  its  being  the 
middle  of  a  warm  spring  day  at  this 
Oakland  alternative  high  school  of 
150  students,  the  halls  are  empty  and 
completely  silent. 

That’s  because  the  students,  many 
of  whom  are  former  dropouts,  are  too 
busy  paying  attention  to  make  noise. 
Catch  them  between  classes,  howev¬ 
er,  and  they  all  say  the  same  remark¬ 
able  thing:  They  like  school. 

“I’ve  been  here  two  years  and  I 
haven’t  cut  once,”  says  Danielle  Col¬ 
lette,  18,  who  used  to  skip  class  for 
months  at  a  time  when  she  was 
enrolled  at  Oakland  Technical  High 
School.  “It’s  interesting  here.  Now  I 
feel  bad  if  I  have  to  stay  home  sick  for 
a  day.” 

Founded  in  1973  and  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  Bay  Area  Urban  League 
under  contract  with  the  Oakland  Uni¬ 
fied  School  District,  Street  Academy 
exists  to  make  kids  like  Danielle 


believe  in  education,  and  themselves, 
again.  The  school’s  original  aim  was 
to  attract  Third  World  students  who 
were  out  of  school  and  to  help  them 
work  toward  returning  to  the  tradi¬ 
tional  system.  Administrators  soon 
found,  however,  that  most  students 
liked  Street  Academy  so  much  they 
didn’t  want  to  leave.  A  curriculum 
was  developed  that  “encompassed 
what  traditional  schools  were  doing, 
but  used  different  methods,”  says 
Administrative  Coordinator  (other¬ 
wise  known  as  “principal”)  Patricia 
Williams-Myrick,  who  has  been  at 
the  school  for  17  years.  Now,  the 
only  time  most  students  leave  Street 
Academy  is  at  graduation,  a  day 
some  of  them  once  never  expected  to 
see. 

Teachers  here  have  the  freedom  to 
develop  their  own  curricula,  and  then 
teaching  techniques  vary  widely,  but 
they  all  seem  to  share  a  common  phi¬ 
losophy.  Students  receive  a  lot  of 
individual  attention,  and  their  person¬ 
al  happiness  is  considered  as  impor¬ 
tant  as  —  and  cnrcial  to  —  their  aca¬ 
demic  success.  Discussion  is  favored 
over  lecture,  analysis  over  memoriza¬ 
tion,  cooperation  over  competition. 
Readings  are  generally  photocopied 
from  a  wide  range  of  sources,  with 
textbooks  forming  only  a  small  part 
of  the  reading  list.  Students  tend  to 
face  each  other  in  circles  or  small 
groups,  instead  of  sitting  in  rows  fac¬ 
ing  the  teacher. 

“In  other  schools,  students  are  stu¬ 
dents  and  they  all  sit  at  their  desks  in 


rows.  The  teacher  is  the  only  one  you 
listen  to  and  no  one  else  is  signifi¬ 
cant,”  explains  English  teacher  Marie 
Roberts.  “One  of  the  reasons  Street 
Academy  works  is  that  we  appreciate 
that  there  are  no  ‘right’  answers.  We 
teach  you  that  you  have  to  analyze 
and  evaluate  and  decide  for  yourself 
which  way  is  best.” 

The  aspect  of  their  education  that 
Street  Academy  students  refer  to 
most  often  is  the  respectful,  thorough 
attention  that  is  given  to  questions  of 
racial  identity.  Most  of  Street  Acade¬ 
my’s  students  are  African  American 
or  Latino,  and  all  of  the  teachers  work 
to  develop  curricula  that  reflect  and 
speak  to  this  fact.  “The  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  is  to  make  sure  you’re 
teaching  material  that’s  relevant  to 
the  students,”  says  David  Chambliss, 
who  has  been  teaching  World  Cul¬ 
tures  and  U.S.  History  here  for  six 
years.  “We  focus  on  the  history  and 
culture  of  the  students  who  come 
here.  Consequently,  it’s  not  a  Euro¬ 
centric  education;  it’s  a  true  multicul¬ 
tural  education.  It’s  not  like  we  spend 
a  week  on  black  history  for  Martin 
Luther  King  Day  and  then  spend  the 
rest  of  our  time  doing  the  history  of 
rich  white  men.” 

The  readings  for  Chambliss’  class 
reflect  this  attitude:  His  bookshelf 
includes  Alex  Haley’s  Roots,  Carlos 
Castaneda’s  Tales  of  Power,  Leroy 
Bennett  Jr.’s  Before  The  Mayflower: 
A  History  of  Black  America,  and 
Howard  Zinn’s  A  People’s  History  of 
the  United  States.  A  recent  class  unit 


on  Latin  America  focused  on  the  con¬ 
nection  between  the  drug  economies 
of  Central  America  and  drug 
problems  in  the  students’  own  neigh¬ 
borhoods  and  looked  at  the  problem 
from  the  perspective  of  poor  Boli¬ 
vians  who  work  in  coke  kitchens  to 
survive.  “We  used  this  example  to 
talk  about  issues  of  poverty  and 
oppression,”  Chambliss  explains. 
“These  kids  live  the  realities  of 
racism  and  oppression  every  day,  and 
one  reason  so  many  young  people  get 
turned  off  is  that  they  never  talk  about 
it  in  school.” 

1m  HE  KIND  of  multicultural- 
ism  that  Street  Academy 
espouses  is  currently  being 
attacked  on  college  campuses 
as  “political  correctness,”  but 
the  students  here  make  it  clear  that  to 
them  it  is  very  personal.  “Before  I 
came  here  I  didn’t  know  anything 
about  being  African,”  says  Amber 
Jones,  an  18-year-old  senior  who  will 
be  enrolling  at  UC  Berkeley  next 
year.  “Here  I  learned  about  our  cul¬ 
ture.  the  full  aspects  of  slavery  and 
oppression  in  America  today  — 
things  that  most  minority  people 
don’t  know  about  themselves.  We’re 
learning  about  what  kind  of  situation 
we’re  in,  how  to  get  out  of  it,  what’s 
really  going  on.  People  learn  about 
themselves  here.” 

Amber,  like  many  of  her  fellow 
students,  came  from  a  large  public 
high  school  where  racial  tension 
among  students  of  different  back¬ 


grounds  was  a  part  of  daily  life.  She 
says  she  was  surprised  when  she  first 
arrived  at  Street  Academy  to  find  that 
there  were  “no  racial  problems” 
among  the  students.  “They  provide  so 
many  ways  for  us  to  cultivate  our 
identity,”  she  explains.  “Everyone 
participates  in  everyone’s  celebration 
or  holiday.” 

Racial  harmony  is  one  of  the  most 
important  things  about  Street  Acade¬ 
my,  agrees  Stephanie  Ervin,  15. 
Stephanie,  who  has  one  white  and 
one  Mexican  parent,  says  that  neither 
group  accepted  her  when  she  attend¬ 
ed  San  Leandro  High  School.  “And  if 
I  hung  around  black  people  I  was  a 
back-stabber  and  I  got  hassled,”  she 
says.  When  she  first  arrived  at  Street 
Academy  she  quickly  became  friends 
with  two  black  classmates,  but  she 
was  worried  that  people  would  ques¬ 
tion  their  friendship.  “Not  here,”  her 
new  friends  told  her.  “Here  nobody 
cares.”  Stephanie  agrees  now. 
“Everybody’s  with  everybody.  Fil¬ 
ipino,  black,  Mexican  —  they’re  all 
talking,  all  friends.” 

ONE  ARGUMENT  that 
is  sometimes  made 
against  multicultural 
education  is  that  “stan¬ 
dards"  erode,  that  stu¬ 
dents  are  unable  to  compete  in  the 
larger  educational  and  social  environ¬ 
ment.  But  Street  Academy’s  academ¬ 
ic  record  quickly  puts  that  argument 
to  rest.  Last  year  the  school  was 
awarded  a  1990  Distinguished 
School  Award  from  the  state  because 
its  students’  test  scores  were  up  50 
percent  from  the  year  before.  In  early 
April,  Street  Academy  won  a  Quality 
of  Education  Award  from  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Council  on  Education.  Virtually 
everyone  who  enters  the  school  grad¬ 
uates,  and  most  graduates  go  on  to 
college  or  careers.  Because  of  then- 
success,  administrators  and  teachers 
have  been  given  a  lot  of  leeway  to  do 
things  their  own  way.  “The  district  is 
interested  in  results,”  explains  Cham¬ 
bliss,  “and  they  are  seeing  a  group  of 
students  who  once  left  school  dou¬ 
bling  their  test  scores,  going  on  to 
successful  careers  —  basically  turn¬ 
ing  their  lives  around.” 

Listening  to  Street  Academy  stu¬ 
dents  talk  about  “turning  their  lives 
around”  is  heartening  in  the  face  of 
recent  news  about  plummeting  test 
scores,  soaring  dropout  rates,  and  the 
general  disintegration  of  the  public 
schools.  The  bad  news,  however, 
comes  when  students  talk  about  the 
kinds  of  schools  they  used  to  attend 
and  which  most  Bay  Area  students 
still  do  attend. 

“At  El  Cerrito,”  says  Amber,  “I 
wasn’t  informed  about  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  available  to  me.  If  I  had  stayed 
there,  I  probably  wouldn’t  be  going  to 
college  now.”  Amber  was  out  of 
school  for  three  months  before  the 
school  got  in  touch  with  her  parents. 
“At  .San  Leandro  High,”  says 
Stephartie,  “the  only  important  thing 
was  how  you  looked,  how  you 
dressed.  The  teachers  would  just  give 
you  an  assignment  and  say,  ‘OK,  I’ll 
be  back.’  ”  And  at  Oakland  Tech,  says 
Danielle,  “It  didn’t  seem  like  they 
cared  if  I  went,  so  I’d  rather  just  kick 
it  with  my  partners  than  go  to 
school.” 

“I  couldn’t  really  tell  you  what  it 
was  like,  though,  “  adds  Danielle, 
who  will  graduate  from  Street  Acade¬ 
my  this  year  and  go  on  to  nursing 
school,  “because  I  never  went.”  ■

the  first  place,  the  Democrats’  pro¬ 
posal  pegs  next  year’s  school  funds  to 
this  year’s.  If  the  calculations  change, 
the  amount  of  the  fictitious  “loan” 
could  grow.  Moreover,  Golton  points 
out,  the  governor  has  the  last  word. 
Last  year,  he  recalls.  Democrats  sent 
then-Gov.  Deukmejian  a  budget  with 
a  half  million  dollars  more  than  he 
wanted  in  the  school  budget,  “so  he 
line-item-vetoed  the  difference.” 

But  Parents  Lobby  president  Wynn 
reminds  school  supporters  that  it’s  not 
over  ’til  it’s  over.  “No  matter  what  the 
proposals  are,”  she  says,  “when  the 
conference  committee  meets  in  the 
dead  of  night,  everything’s  on'the 
table.  And  those  deals  are  highly  af¬ 
fected  by  public  pressure.” 

What  parents  and  teachers  have  to 
do,  Wynn  said  at  a  Friday  afternoon 
strategy  session,  is  send  a  new  mes¬ 
sage  to  Sacramento:  “We  hear  the 
proposals  and  they  are  all  unaccept¬ 
able  to  us.”  Hunt  emphasized  the 
need  to  tell  legislators:  “We  are  will¬ 
ing  to  pay  taxes  for  education.” 

Although  parents  and  educators 
are  moving  away  from  a  purely 


defensive  posture  toward  an  empha¬ 
sis  on  the  need  for  more  state  revenue, 
there  is  still  a  crucial  weakness  in  the 
political  position  they  project. 

Unlike  the  20,000  New  York  City 
demonstrators  who  recently  marched 
with  the  slogan,  ‘Tax  the  rich,”  Cali¬ 
fornia  school  supporters  are  urging 
the  public  to  say,  “Tax  us.”  Like  the 
Democrats  in  the  -Legislature,  grass¬ 
roots  school  supporters  are  allowing 
the  issue  to  remain  simply  “cuts  vs. 
taxes”  and  not  emphasizing  the  cru¬ 
cial  question  of  who  should  pay  the 
increased  taxes.  So  far  school  sup¬ 
porters  have  not  made  a  public  issue 
of  the  regressive  nature  of  Wilson’s 
proposed  sales  tax  or  taken  a  strong 
stand  for  more  progressive  proposals. 

Dellamonica,  for  example,  says 
UESF  has  looked  at  progressive-taxa¬ 
tion  proposals  advanced  by  the  Califor¬ 
nia  Tax  Reform  Association,  but  is  sup¬ 
porting  “no  specific  revenue  proposals.” 

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  — 
even  for  the  sake  of  the  schools  —  or¬ 
dinary  Californians  will  support  tax 
measures  that  fall  most  heavily  on 
themselves  while  putting  only  a  light 
touch  on  the  highest-income  individu¬ 
als  and  corporations  who  have  already 
received  major  tax  breaks  in  the  last  10 
years  (see  Bay  Guardian,  4/24/91)  ■ 


California  school  finance: 
What’s  wrong? 


AS  RICHMOND  schools  were 
pulled  back  from  the  brink  by 
a  court  order,  state  Controller 
Gray  Davis  reported  that  other 
school  districts  are  also  in  financial 
trouble,  and  children  throughout 
the  state  were  being  told  that  in  the 
fall,  many  programs  —  music,  art, 
drama,  sports  —  that  motivate  them 
to  come  to  school  will  be  gone. 

In  the  richest  state  in  the  union, 
school  finance  is  wearing  so  thin  it 
is  reaching  the  breaking  point. 
Why? 

It’s  not  because  Californians 
spend  a  lot  on  schools.  On  the  con¬ 
trary:  According  to  a  new  report  by 
the  National  Education  Associa¬ 
tion,  California’s  per- pupil  expen¬ 
diture  has  slipped  farther  and  far¬ 
ther  below  the  national  average 
over  the  past  15  years.  When  you 
compare  school  spending  to  total 
personal  income,  California  looks 
cheap  —  on  that  scale,  it  rates  43rd 
among  the  50  states. 

To  understand  why  schools  are 
having  so  much  money  trouble, 
says  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  Assistant  Superintendent 
Tom  Sammon,  “one  has  to  go  back 
to  the  passage  [in  1978]  of  Proposi¬ 
tion  13,”  which  drastically  restrict¬ 
ed  the  amount  communities  could 
raise  in  property  taxes. 

“Schools  used  to  he  85  percent 
locally  funded  —  now  they’re  85 
percent  state  and  federally  funded, 
mostly  state.  So  each  year  we  haye 
to  go  with  our  hat  in  our  hand  to 
Sacramento  and  beg  for  money.” 

Over  the  years,  school  advo¬ 
cates  have  tried  several  strategies 
to  ensure  adequate  and  predictable 
funding  from  the  state.  One  by  one, 
they  have  failed. 

First,  Sammon  said,  the  statuto¬ 
ry  cost-of-living  increase  in  school 
funding  has  failed  to  keep  up  with 
the  real  increase  in  school  costs. 

Next:  “The  lottery  was  a  com¬ 
plete  fiasco.  Tickets  aren’t  selling. 


It  just  doesn’t  bring  in  much  —  this 
year  it  was  $118  per  student” 

Then,  two  years  ago:  “We 
thought  Prop.  98  would  make  the 
funding  more  predictable,  by  guar¬ 
anteeing  schools  40  percent  of  the 
state  budget.  It  wasn’t  a  lot  of 
money,  but  it  was  guaranteed.” 

The  extended  wrangling  in  the 
state  budget  process  soon  dashed 
that  hope.  “We  started  this  fiscal 
year  in  July,”  Sammon  said,  “but 
we  didn’t  know  how  much  money 
we  would  have  until  September.” 

The  dependence  of  local 
schools  on  state  budget  decisions, 
said  school  board  member  Fred 
Rodriguez,  “maybe  to  a  certain 
extent  makes  local  school  boards 
anachronistic.  If  you  are  charged 
with  setting  policy  and  have  no 
funding  power,  can  you  do  any¬ 
thing?  We  have  to  go  back  to  Prop. 
13.  I’d  like  to  see  the  pendulum 
swing  back  so  at  least  a  larger  por¬ 
tion  of  the  funding  would  be  local.” 

Many  experts  in  school  and 
state  finance  share  the  opinion  that 
a  sound  public-finance  system 
requires,  among  other  things,  a 
revision  of  Proposition  13  to  allow 
local  communities  to  collect  more 
in  property  taxes. 

School  Board  President  Tom 
Ammiano  agreed  that  this  year’s 
funding  crisis  “addresses  the  need 
to  return  to  local  control,”  com¬ 
bined  with  greater  accountability  to 
local  taxpayers.  Local  control,  he 
said,  requires  more  local  funding. 

Reliance  on  local  property  taxes 
could  favor  wealthier  communities, 
but  state  funds  could  be  used  to 
equalize  districts’  budgets,  Ammi¬ 
ano  pointed  out,  according  to  the 
Serrano  vs.  Priest  court  decision, 
which  called  for  educational  equali¬ 
ty  among  California  school  districts. 

The  state  could  play  that  kind  of 
role,  Ammiano  said,  “but  not  call 
all  the  shots.”

1968 

“The  Candlestick  swindle”:  A  front¬ 
page  story  by  Burton  H.  Wolfe  de¬ 
tailed  the  maneuverings  of  local  mul¬ 
timillionaire  contractor  Charles 
Harvey  and  San  Francisco  politicians 
that  led  to  the  construction  of  Candle¬ 
stick  Park  and  the  arrival  of  the  G  iants 
from  New  York  in  1958.  Wolfe  ex¬ 
plained  how  the  public  was  led  to  be¬ 
lieve  the  ballpark  would  cost  $5  mil¬ 
lion  and,  through  thecreation  of  a  non¬ 
profit  corporation  called  Stadium  Inc., 
was  shielded  from  the  actual  price  tag 
of  more  than  $20  million .  Wolfe ’s  story 
also  revealed  that  a  grand  jury  report 
on  the  financial  dealings  was  doctored 
and  then  buried  by  the  local  press. 
Despite  the  claims  by  City  Hall  and 
the  media  that  Candlestick  and  the 
Giants  were  generating  revenue,  the 
Bay  Guardian  uncovered  that  “some 
annual  loss  on  Candlestick  Park  will 
continueuntii  1993,  when  the  stadium 
will  finally  be  free  of  debt  and  owned 
completely  by  the  city.”  (5/14168) 

1968 

The  San  Francisco  Mime  Troupe  was 
set  to  begin  its  seventh  season  by  per- 
tormmgRuzzante,  a  16th  century  com¬ 
edy,  and  Pale  tin,  a  medieval  French 
comedy,  in  parks  throughout  the  city. 
Bay  Guardian  reviewer  Douglas 
Giebel  wrote:  “Joyful  and  vital,  the 
San  Francisco  Mime  Troupe  is  vulgar 
in  the  most  artistic  way,  and  vulgarity 
is  not  pornography....  It  is  something 
many  tight-faced  Americans  find  alien 
to  their  systems,  but  it  is  real,  human, 
of  the  people.”  (5114168) 

1974 

Patty  Hearst  kidnapping:  A  report  by 
Burton  H.  Wolfe  revealed  how 
Chronicle  and  Examiner  publishers 
and  top  editors  censored  their  report¬ 
ers’  coverage  of  the  Patricia  Hearst 
kidnapping.  The  Bay  Guardian  story 
began:  “During  the  frantic  negotiations 
following  the  kidnapping  of  Patricia 
Hearst,  her  publisher  father  indulged 
in  heavy  drinking  bouts  with  his  wife 
and  special  FBI  agent  Charles  Bates, 
hired  quack  psychics  to  perform  pri¬ 
vate  rituals,  raged  at  Patricia’s  fiance 
Steven  Weed — and  exerted  personal 


censorship  to  prevent  Chronicle  and 
Examiner  reporters  from  revealing 
what  was  going  on. 

“Reporters  were  also  prevented 
from  stating  that  Donald  deFreeze 
(alias  SLA  Field  Marshal  Cinque)  was 
probably  a  paid  police  informer  for 
sometime,  thatapsychiatristappointed 
to  examine  deFreeze  was  hired  by  the 
Hearsts,  that  Weed  and  Patricia  were 
living  together,  [and]  that  copious 
quantities  of  marijuana  were  found  in 
Weed’s  apartment.”  (5/11174)

Under  “Lifestyles”  in  the  Bay 
Guardian’s  Classified  section  appeared 
the  following:  “Utopian  Gestalt  Kib¬ 
butz  recruiting  members.

On  the  scene  at  the  Dan  White  trial: 
Bay  Guardian  reporter  Paul  Krassner 
described  his  experiences:  “I’m  em¬ 
barrassed  to  admit  that  I  said  Thank 
you’  to  the  sheriff’s  deputy  who 
frisked  me  before  I  could  enter  the 
court.  They  each  have  individual 
styles,  these  official  friskersforthe 
Dan  White  trial,  and  there  is  a  sepa- 
rate-but-equal  female  frisker.  This  is  a 
superfluous  ritual,  since  we  are  re¬ 
strained  by  wall-to-wall  bulletproof 
glass. ...

WORDSMITHS 

No  matter  what  kind  of  writer  you  yearn 
to  be ,  there's  a  Bay  Area  class  or 
workshop  for  you

SO  YOU  want  to  be  a  writer. 
Maybe  you’ve  been  scrawl¬ 
ing  poetry  on  shreds  of 
paper  or  gathering  notes  for 
your  first  novel.  But  you 
need  some  feedback,  and  —  more 
importantly  —  you  need  to  know  how 
to  get  what  you’ve  written  published. 
Well,  you’re  in  the  right  place. 
Simply  put,  writer  plus  Bay  Area 
equals  ecslasy.  Resources  for  the  bud¬ 
ding  writer  abound  in  San  Francisco 
and  its  environs.  And  if  a  classroom 
situation  is  what  you  have  in  mind, 
this  summer  the  Bay  Area  is  offering 
writing  workshops  galore. 

Writers  participate  in  workshops 
for  a  number  of  reasons:  to  get  con¬ 
structive  criticism,  to  meet  writers  and 
to  network,  or  just  to  relax.  Workshops 
can  also  help  lend  a  voice  to  cultures 
that  have  been  overlooked  in  our  soci¬ 
ety.  Odilia  Rodriguez  is  a  co-founder 
of  "Wakiya  Ehlecatl"  (“Thunder 
Wind”),  an  indigenous  women’s  writ¬ 
ing  workshop.  “I’m  Chicana  and 
Native  American,”  says  Rodriguez.  “I 
feel  like  Chicanas  are  oppressed,  as 
are  Native  Americans,  because  we’re 
indigenous  peoples.  Our  writing 
group  was  formed  to  help  us  get  in 
touch  with  our  roots.”  Rodriguez  says 
that  it  is  difficult  and  different  for 
group  members  to  write  their  stories 
because  they  come  from  an  oral  tradi¬ 
tion.  “But  we’re  teaching  people  how 
to  write  down  their  stories  and  not  lose 
the  feel  of  storytelling.” 

It’s  hard  to  characterize  students  of 
writing  workshops.  “They  run  the 
gamut,”  says  Sue  Smith  of  the  UC 
Extension.  “They  range  in  age  from 
early  20s  to  70s.  And  as  far  as  profes¬ 
sions,  they  cover  the  board.  Some  are 
retired  and  some  are  in  the  thick  of 
their  career.” 

Smith  also  notes  that  often  it’s  the 
prospect  of  working  with  committed 
students  that  attracts  the  teachers: 
“Students  are  highly  motivated.  It’s  an 
exciting  group  to  teach.  Professors  say 
that  students  bring  to  class  a  wealth  of 
experience  and  motivation.” 

Jim  Frey  teaches  the  “Plotting  in 
Fiction”  workshop  at  the  UC 
Extension.  Frey  says  students  like  the 
workshop  because  the  criticism  they 
get  from  him  and  other  students  is 
structural  and  useful.  “They  can  apply 
it.  It’s  the  nuts  and  bolts,  not  esoteric, 
no  vague  stuff.  You  can’t  just  say,  T 
don’t  like  it.’  ”  Frey  says  that  he  gets 
“pumped  up”  teaching  creative  writing 
classes.  “A  student  who  makes  as¬ 
tounding  progress  —  that’s  a  thrill.  A 
genius  —  that’s  a  thrill.  I  remember 
when  1  first  got  one  student’s 
manuscript.  1  said,  T’ve  got  a  lady 
Faulkner  in  my  class.’  There  was  an  in¬ 
tensity  that  just  bounced  off  the  page.” 
For  David  Martin,  a  yard  manager 


at  Pier  96,  taking  a  writing  workshop 
at  Piedmont  Adult  School  relieves 
stress.  “The  teacher,  Rona  Spalten, 
puts  on  a  tape  with  meditation  music. 
We  relax  and  then  write  whatever 
comes  to  our  minds  on  the  theme 
she’s  given  us.  Then  we  read  it,  and 
she  and  the  other  students  comment.” 
Martin  says  that  he  can  take  his  stress 
from  family  and  work  and  write  about 
it.  “It’s  a  release.”

Jumping  out  of  an  airplane  may  not 
seem  sane  to  some,  but  for  the 
adventurous  thrill-seeker,  it  can  easi¬ 
ly  become  a  favorite  pastime. 

Imagine  dropping  gently  toward  the 
earth  from  several  thousand  feet  up: 
Your  adrenaline  pumps,  your  stom¬ 
ach  heads  toward  your  chest,  and 
the  high  you  get  isn’t  merely  a  lack 
of  oxygen  to  the  lungs. 

Whether  you  want  to  learn 
skydiving  as  a  sport,  or  just 
want  to  meet  the  personal 
challenge  of  jumping  once, 
several  skydiving  equip¬ 
ment  stores  gladly  guide 
you  through  your  jump 
—  whether  it’s  your 
first  or  your  50th. 

There  are  certain 
age,  weight,  and 
health  restrictions 
so  be  sure  to  ask 
for  details. 

For  novices, 
three  typical 
introductory 
packages  each 
can  give  you  a 
good  feel  for  the 
sport. 

The  first 

method  is  the  stat¬ 
ic  line,  where  a  static 
line  attached  to  an  air¬ 
plane  automatically 
opens  the  parachute  for 
you.  After  almost  six  hours  of 
training,  you  jump  alone  f'rom 
about  3,000  feet,  experiencing 
close  to  four  minutes  of  flight. 

Another  popular  method  is  the 
tandem  jump.  A  relatively  new 
method  of  parachuting  introduced  to 
California  in  1984,  the  tandem  jump 
harnesses  you  and  a  “jumpmaster" 
into  a  parachute  designed  for  two. 
After  a  30-minute  training  session, 
you  and  your  jumpmaster  exit  the 
plane  at  about  10,000  feet,  experi¬ 
encing  25  to  (sometimes)  60  sec¬ 
onds  of  freefall  before  the  jumpmas¬ 
ter  pulls  the  ripcord.  You  then  guide 
the  chute  to  a  safe  landing. 

The  third  method,  the  accelerat¬ 
ed  freefall,  gives  you  a  chance  to  pull 
your  own  ripcord  and  freefall  for  at 
least  45  seconds.  After  six  to  eight 
hours  of  training,  two  jumpmasters 
exit  the  plane  with  you  at  an  altitude 
of  10,000  feet;  they  guide  and 
assist  you  throughout  the  jump. 

Parachuting  is  an  expensive 
sport  that  involves  its  share  of  risks. 
Many  stores  offer  training  packages 
that  allow  you  to  continue  learning 
about  the  sport  at  a  reduced  rate. 
Safety  is  a  key  concern  among 
divers,  so  all  safety  procedures  and 
directions  should  be  followed.  All 
instructors  for  the  stores  listed  are 
members  of  the  United  States 
Parachute  Association  (USPA),  a 
national  organization  that  sets  guide¬ 
lines  and  safety  standards  and 
works  with  the  Federal  Aviation 
Association.  USPA  publishes  the 
Parachutist,  a  worldwide  skydiving 
publication.  For  more  information 
about  USPA,  write  to:  1440  Duke  St., 
Alexandria,  VA  22314.

ASK  ISADORA 


Mystery  Fluid

Qa Recently  I  saw  Rainwoman,  a

Sushi  by  the  Sea 

It's  worth  a  trip  to  Pacifica  for  fresh  and  tasty  sushi  at  Mitsu

THE  BAY  Area  is  rich  with 
excellent  Asian  restau¬ 
rants.  When  the  mood 
strikes  for  Japanese, 
Chinese,  Thai,  or  Viet¬ 
namese  food,  all  one  has  to  do  is  walk 
out  the  door  and  hit  any  neighbor¬ 
hood  in  the  city.  Well,  I  didn’t  exactly 
walk  out  my  door  and  fall  upon 
Mitsu,  a  tiny  Japanese  restaurant  nes¬ 
tled  in  an  equally  tiny  shopping  com¬ 
plex  in  the  sleepy  seaside  town  of 
Pacifica.  After  accompanying  me  to 
many  restaurants,  a  friend  suggested  1 
try  her  favorite  Japanese  restaurant, 
which  happens  to  be  a  few  blocks 
from  her  home.  One  visit  to  Mitsu 
and  it  became  obvious  that  only 
locals  could  know  about  this  minus¬ 
cule  diamond  in  the  rough. 

First  I  must  warn  you  about  the 
slow,  but  gracious,  service.  If  you 
stop  by  this  coastal  eatery  you  might 
want  to  switch  to  your  “vacation” 
mentality.  If  you  leave  behind  your 
expectations  for  fast,  sophisticated 
service  and  atmosphere,  the  experi¬ 
ence  will  be  more  enjoyable  and  cer¬ 
tainly  more  complete. 

We  started  our  dinner  with  a  large 
bottle  of  Sapporo  beer  and  a  large 
sake  (each  $3.75).  While  waiting  for 
our  orders  of  vegetable  ($5.50)  and 
shrimp  tempura  ($6.95),  we  were 
served  a  bowl  of  pleasantly  smoky 
and  rich  miso  soup  garnished  with 
minced  green  onions.  A  refreshing 
salad  dressed  with  what  tasted  like  a 
carrot  juice-based  dressing  followed 
the  soup.  While  the  tempura  portions 
weren’t  generous,  the  feathery  light 
batter,  juicy  shrimp,  and  flavorful 
green  beans,  long  beans,  sweet  pota-

to,  carrot,  and  winter  squash  made  up 
in  quality  what  might  have  been  miss¬ 
ing  in  quantity. 

Sushi  is  the  best  way  to  go  at 
Mitsu,  not  only  because  the  fish  is  so 
fresh  and  the  portions  generous,  but 
also  because  the  prices  are  fair.  Unagi 
($3)  consisted  of  plump  slices  of 
freshwater  eel  drizzled  with  a  gener¬ 
ous  amount  of  a  wonderful,  almost 
caramelized  sauce.  Ikura  ($3.50), 
hamachi  (S3),  and  pickled-eggplant 
maki  ($2.50)  were  delicious  and 
fresh.  The  only  glitch  in  this  meal 
came  when  we  ordered  salmon-skin 
maki  ($4.50)  but  received  regular 
salmon  sushi  instead.  When  we  point¬ 
ed  this  mistake  out  to  our  server,  she 
returned  with  a  salmon-avocado  roll 
—  still  the  wrong  order. 

Oyako  donburi  ($7.95)  was  a  bit 
too  sweet  and  bland  for  my  taste.  Rice 
topped  with  tender  chicken  meat, 
caramelized  onions,  and  a  barely 
cooked  scrambled  egg  was  ample  and 
filling,  but  not  very  exciting.  Yaki 
niku  ($10.95),  however,  was  excel¬ 
lent.  Tender  slices  of  tasty  beef  were 
broiled  and  served  with  onions  in  a 
dark,  lightly  sweet,  and  savory  sauce, 
similar  to  the  sauce  that  appears  on 
unagi  sushi. 

We  started  our  lunch  with  the  same 
yummy  miso  soup  and  salad  as  we 
waited  for  our  onion  tempura  ($4.95) 
order.  Sad  to  say,  this  order  of  tempu¬ 
ra  was  undercooked  and  greasy.  1 
could  hear  the  food  cooking  in  the  oil 
and  could  tell  just  by  the  sound  that 
the  oil  wasn’t  hot  enough. 

A  bit  pricey,  but  nicely  prepared, 
was  a  lunch  special  of  tuna  teriyaki 
($12.95).  Firm,  thick  slices  of  fresh 
tuna  napped  in  a  pleasing  teriyaki 
sauce  were  accompanied  by  salted 
and  vinegared  greens,  arranged  in  a 
neat  “package”  alongside  the  fish. 

We  really  loved  Tokyo  maki, 
which  combines  salmon,  green  onion, 
and  avocado,  and  (at  last)  the  salmon- 
skin  maki,  which  is  made  with  crispy, 


flavorful  salmon  skin  and  avocado. 
Both  are  $4.50  and  are  perfectly  pre¬ 
pared.  Maguro  ($2.50)  and  horenso 
maki  ($2),  made  with  spinach,  were 
excellent  as  well. 

Owned  and  operated  by  a  hus- 
band-and-wife  team,  Mitsu  is  not 
without  a  few  flaws,  but  for  the  most 
part,  this  is  a  pleasant  place  to  enjoy 
sushi  and  some  hearty  Japanese 
entrees.  While  Mitsu  is  clearly  a 
neighborhood  dining  spot,  it  could 
also  serve  as  a  breath  of  fresh  air  for 
those  of  us  who  crave  a  change  of 
pace  and  a  light  and  healthful  meal.  ■

SHADOW  CHILDREN 

"Any  spare  change?"  is  fast  becoming 
a  national,  mostly  ignored  cry,  as  the 
numbers  of  the  homeless  increase  at 
an  alarming  rate.  This  good-as-far-as-it- 
goes,  shot-in-Berkeley-and-SF  one-hour 
documentary,  produced  by  Charlotte  K. 
Beyers  and  directed  by  Harvey  Mathias, 
focuses  on  a  dozen  or  so  teenagers 
who,  forvarious  reasons,  can'tgo  home 
again.  Their  stories  of  broken  homes 
and  parents  who  turn  them  out  because 
of  their  bizarre  appearance  or  who  sim¬ 
ply  don't  want  them  are  punctuated  by 
comments  from  an  understanding  Hos¬ 
pitality  House  shelter  worker  and  other 
experts  in  the  field.  The  youngsters  talk 
about  harassment  by  the  police  who 
want  to  make  homelessness  illegal. 
Some  stress  safety  in  numbers,  others 
feel  the  fewer  the  better;  all  avoid  get¬ 
ting  ripped  off  in  the  shelters;  and  all 
agree  on  the  life's  very  real  dangers, 
including  drug  appeal  through  its  eco¬ 
nomic  allure.  They  also  seem  to  know 
they're  too  young  to  know  what  to  do  in 
this  poignant  catch-22  they  urge  others 
to  avoid  at  any  cost.  (Benefit  premiere 
Wed/15  at  7  and  9  pm,  Kabuki,  SF; 
opens  Sat/18  at  the  Roxie,  SF) 

DADDY  NOSTALGIA 

Divorced,  40-ish,  Paris-based  screen¬ 
writer  Jane  Birkin’s  neverbeen  close  to 
her  British  businessman  father,  Dirk 
Bogarde,  yet  when  he  falls  very  ill  she 
rushes  to  his  side.  During  his  convales¬ 
cence  she  moves  into  the  family's  small, 
south-of-France  villa,  and  as  the  recu¬ 
perating  Bogarde  comes  slowly  into  fo¬ 
cus,  he’s  revealed  as  a  man  who,  with 
French  wife  Odette  laure,  lived  life  as  a 
fantasy.  He  traveled  the  world  with  Laure, 
their  life  an  unending  whirl  of  social 
events  in  which  Birkin  had  no  place  — 
one  of  his  cruelest  casual  comments  to 
her  is  that  he  has  no  memory  of  her 
before  she  was  20.  Now,  however,  with 
Laure  retreating  into  religion  and  a 
pained  silence,  his  daughter  becomes 
his  soul  mate.  But,  sadly,  although  the 
look  of  Bertrand  Tavernier’s  film  is  lovely 
and  the  acting,  particularly  Bogarde’s, 
impeccable,  too  much  is  talked  about 
and  too  little  shown  for  daddy’s  nostal¬ 
gia  or  anyone  else's  really  to  reach  the 
heart.

It’s  South  America,  where  assorted 
nastinesses  are  going  on  and  a  drug 
czar’s  extradited  to  the  U.S.  To  say  said 
czar’s  son  Andrew  Divoff  s  upset  is  to 
understate,  as  he  tosses  the  judge  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  dastardly  deed  out  of 
a  helicopter,  then  heads  for  the  North¬ 
eastern  problem  student-oriented  prep 
school  attended  by  the  son  ofthejudge 
assigned  to  his  father’s  case ,  hoping  to 
swap  him  for  said  father.  But  the  boy’s 
already  been  whisked  away,  and  as 
Divoff  and  his  goons  take  the  students 
hostage,  ringleader-prankster  Sean

feeling.  I  turned  to  polka  because  I  want¬ 
ed  to  put  feeling  back  into  music." 

The  four  members  of  Brave  Combo 
—  reed  player  Jeffrey  Barnes,  bass  play¬ 
er  Bubba  Hernandez,  percussionist 
Mitch  Marine,  and  Finch,  who  handles 
accordion,  piano,  and  guitar  duties  — 
don’t  just  play  polka,  they  reinvent  it, 
taking  familiar  songs,  filtering  them 
through  a  frenetic  2/4  time,  and  apply¬ 
ing  a  liberal  dose  of  Vegas-style  ethos. 
The  result  is  a  tune  like  “Tubular  Jugs" 
from  their  Humansville  LP  that  weaves 
the  eerie  Exorcist  theme  around  the 
standard  folk  tune  “Little  Brown  Jug." 

“Any  song  can  be  a  cha-cha,  anything 
can  be  a  polka,"  says  Finch,  who 
gleaned  his  vast  musical  education  from 
the  bargain  bin  at  a  north  Texas 
Woolworth's.  And  it  seems  to  be  paying 
off:  The  band  has  just  released  its 
fourth  LP,  A  Night  on  Earth,  on  Rounder, 
and  they  just  finished  a  second 
Japanese  tour.  (“We're  really  popular 
over  there,"  says  Finch.  "I  don't  get  it.') 

“I  hear  the  cha-cha  in  songs  immedi¬ 
ately,"  he  explains.  “Like  that  Tony 
Orlando  and  Dawn  song,  ‘Knock  Three 
Times'?  There  is  nothing  wrong  with  that 
song.  And  the  theme  to  Jeopardy!  That 
would  make  a  great  cha-cha."  Finch 
starts  humming  it.  “Actually,  that’d 
make  a  great  polka.  I  thirk  we'll  do  that 
one." 

At  Slim's  in  San  Francisco  on 
Thursday,  May  9,  Brave  Combo  will 
attempt  to  bring  Bay  Area  audiences  up 
to  speed  on  the  power  of  the  polka.

MUSIC 

After  Turtle  Island 

Irene  Sazer  seemed  to  be  sitting  in  a 
catbird  seat  that  no  musician  in  her  right 
mind  would  abandon.  The  Turtle  Island 
String  Quartet  was  in  the  ascendant, 
performing  at  every  conceivable  kind  of 
festival  and  venue  in  the  U.S.  and 
abroad,  winning  film-score  assignments, 
and  garnering  international  acclaim  as 
the  one  chamber  group  that  was  best 
able  to  capture  the  swing  and  impro¬ 
visatory  essence  of  jazz  in  a  "conven¬ 
tional”  string-quartet  format.  So,  of 
course,  she  quit. 

“It  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  deci¬ 
sions  of  my  life,”  she  grants.  "Being  in  a 
band  is  a  living  situation,  too,  and  it  was 
very  hard  for  me  to  leave."  But  Sazer 
was  feeling  pressure  from  several  direc¬ 
tions:  As  a  classically  trained  violinist, 
she  was  filling  something  less  than  a 
lead  role  in  Turtle  Island’s  viola  chair; 
with  Darol  Anger  and  David  Balakrishnan 
assuming  the  lion’s  share  of  composing 
and  arranging  duties,  she  wasn’t  fully 
able  to  find  her  own  creative  voice;  and, 
perhaps  most  significantly,  she  was  feel¬ 
ing  the  urge  to  sing. 

“I  have  always  loved  to  sing,”  she 
said  recently  at  her  Oakland  home,  after 
showing  off  a  new  litter  of  kittens  in  the 
basement.  “And  I’ve  been  wanting  to 
find  out  just  what  my  music  is."  This 
Saturday  night,  at  Noe  Valley  Ministry  in 
San  Francisco,  Sazer  will  reveal  that 
music  as  she  debuts  her  new  band,  with 
keyboardist-vocalist  Elizabeth  Meade, 
guitarist  Ho  Young  Kim,  drummer-per¬ 
cussionist  A.C.  Lewis,  and  bassist  Eric 
Heilman. 

Fans  who  know  her  only  from  her 
work  with  Turtle  Island  might  be  sur¬ 
prised  by  Sazer’s  new  direction.  “It's 
been  hard  to  accept  that  what  comes 
out  of  me  is  pop  music,”  she  explains. 
But  as  a  born-again  singer-songwriter, 
that’s  approximately  where  she’s  head 
ing,  although  her  tunes  still  reveal  her 
varied  influences  from  jazz,  bluegrass, 
and,  perhaps  less  discemibly,  24  years 
of  classical  musicianship. 

The  road  to  this  turn  has  not  been 
direct,  but  it  has  been  continuous.  When 
she  was  6,  Sazer  started  improvising, 


despite  her  teachers  encouraging  her  to 
stick  to  the  score.  Improvising,  she 
says,  led  naturally  to  composing  and 
arranging.  Along  the  way,  Sazer  has 
veered  onto  more  or  less  “free"  byways, 
including  the  short-lived,  all-women 
improvisational  group,  Witch’s  Brew. 

Last  July,  after  leaving  Turtle  Island, 
Sazer  made  her  local  solo  debut  at 
Yoshi’s  in  Oakland,  accompanied  by 
multi-instrumentalist  Dan  Moore.  "That 
show  was  excruciatingly  eclectic,”  she 
says.  “I  couldn’t  contrive  a  single  direc¬ 
tion,  so  it  showed  all  sides  of  what  I 
do. '  For  her  show  this  weekend  at  Noe 
Valley,  she  says  she  is  “intent  on  being 
more  focused,  and  the  music  will  be 
more  specific."  But,  she  adds,  even 
though  many  of  the  songs  will  hinge  on 
her  “intuitively  written"  lyrics,  all  the 
music  will  include  “challenging,  sophisti¬ 
cated,  interesting  instrumental  ele¬ 
ments  —  tight  songs  with  more  instru¬ 
mental  freedom  and  musical  segues.” 

Looking  back  on  the  budding  fame 
she  left  behind  with  Turtle  Island,  the 
31-year-old  Sazer  is  not  downscaling  her 
goals:  “I’m  just  as  determined  to  have 
the  same  kind  of  success.”

A  Brave  Combination 

Carl  Finch  wants  us  to  know:  When 
Brave  Combo  plays  a  polka,  they  aren't 
kidding. 

Brave  Combo  is  no  parody  band. 

Even  so,  Finch  —  the  weird  genius 
behind  the  Texas  band  —  understands 
how  you  could've  made  the  mistake.  For 
12  years,  the  band's  specialty  has  been 
blending  familiar  pop  tunes  with  folk- 
dance  styles:  the  Doors'  “People  Are 
Strange”  as  a  Yiddish  polka;  “Hey  Jude" 
as  a  cha-cha.  Finch  will  admit  the  music 
is  funny,  but  it’s  no  joke. 

“Polka  really  kicks  over  rock’n'roll," 
he  said,  speaking  from  his  home  in 
Denton,  Texas.  "Rock  is  the  wimpiest, 
most  predictable  form  of  music  out 
there.  Polka  is  raw-edged  with  a  lot  of 


Traditional  Terrain 

It’s  rare  to  see  an  exhibit  of  contempo¬ 
rary  religious  art,  and  rarer  still  for  reli¬ 
gious  institutions  to  participate.  Few 
artists  work  within  established  religious 
traditions,  and  said  institutions  long  ago 
gave  up  their  historic  role  as  patrons. 

Yet  art  is  an  intrinsic  part  of  the  reli¬ 
gious  experience,  whether  it  be  a  tribal 
fetish  or  Michelangelo’s  Sistine  Chapel. 
“Ad  Majorem  Dei  Gloriam/To  the 
Greater  Glory  of  God,"  on  view  at  Grace 
Cathedral  through  June  1,  affirms  this 
natural  alliance. 

Curated  by  Peter  Wright  of  Terrain 
Gallery,  the  exhibition  brings  together 
the  work  of  35  artists  in  an  effort  to 
establish  a  place  for  artists  in  current 
religious  discourse. 

Much  of  the  work  deals  with 
Christian  themes  —  such  as  Christ's 
crucifixion,  the  Last  Supper,  or  scenes 
from  the  lives  of  saints  —  and  exhibits  a 
wide  range  of  styles.  Sculptor  Rico 
Solinas’  redwood-carved  Crucifix  and 
painter  Arnulfo  Mendozo’s  Virgin  de 
Maiz  are  in  the  Mexican  folk  art  tradi¬ 
tion.  Working  in  the  minimalist  tradition, 
Rene  de  Guzman  adds  wine,  blood,  and 
paint  to  Plexiglas  in  his  Double  Cross 
Conduit:  Wine  to  Blood.  Sono  Osato’s 
conceptual  piece,  Dess,  is  an  installa¬ 
tion  using  plants  and  insects,  and  Jon 
Tower’s  Water  from  the  Air  at  Grace 
Cathedral  is  a  container  of  water  dis¬ 
tilled  from  cathedral  air. 

Terrain  mounted  a  similar  show  last 
summer  that  came  to  the  attention  of 
Alan  Jones,  dean  of  the  cathedral.  Jones 
decided  to  collaborate  with  Terrain  to 
“establish  a  principle  that  the  church 
and  the  arts  need  to  be  in  conversa¬ 
tion."  According  to  Jones,  mounting  a 
show  like  this  in  the  cathedral  is  actually 
"very  traditional."  He  sees  this  kind  of 
collaboration  as  “a  very  living  thing.” 

“Without  the  arts,  the  church  can  be 
boring  and  repressive,  and  the  arts  can 
be  very  sterile.  The  arts,  without  the 
greater  traditions,  get  trivialized  and  out 
of  touch  with  great  symbols." 

“To  the  Greater  Glory  of  God"  runs 
through  June  1.

Cop-Out 

Two  new  cop  films  are  full  of  holes

ONE  GOOD  Cop  isn’t 
one  bad  movie  —  it’s 
two  mediocre  ones 
that  don’t  belong  on 
the  same  double  bill, 
let  alone  a  single  bill.  Its  peculiar 
combination  of  suds  and  violence 
should  alienate  just  about  everybody. 
If  you’re  into  the  cute-kid  and  tear- 
jerking  aspects,  you’ll  be  upset  when 
the  shooting  starts.  If  you  get  off  on 
the  well-staged  elevator  fight  at  the 
beginning,  you  won’t  like  it  when  the 
tough  cop  turns  to  mush  at  the  sight  of 
three  little  girls. 

The  first  half-hour  is  mostly 
action,  as  Artie  (Michael  Keaton)  and 
Stevie  (Anthony  LaPaglia)  piatrol  the 
mean  streets  of  New  York,  made 
meaner  by  the  new  drug  of  choice  — 
Ice  —  which  gives  the  smoker  “12 
hours  of  power.”  Along  the  way  we 
learn  a  few  personal  things:  Artie  and 
his  wife,  Rita  (Rene  Russo),  have  no 
children;  Stevie  has  three  —  all  girls 
—  and  his  wife  died  recently. 

Artie  and  Stevie  have  been  part¬ 
ners  for  eight  years,  so  they  do  a  lot  of 
macho  stuff  together.  Then  Stevie 


gets  killed  and  the  soapy  part  begins, 
with  Artie  holding  his  hand  for  hours. 
Stevie’s  will  names  Artie  legal 
guardian  of  his  daughters,  so  Uncle 
Artie  and  Aunt  Rita  take  the  girls  into 
custody.  Rita’s  maternal  instincts 
come  out  —  she  wants  to  keep  the 
girls  instead  of  putting  them  up  for 
adoption,  but  they  can’t  afford  to, 
even  on  two  salaries.  We  get  the  req¬ 
uisite  bonding  scenes  of  one  man  and 
three  little  ladies,  including  the  girl- 
getting-lost-at-the-camival  scene  and 
the  girls-interrupting-sex  scene.  Just 
as  the  first  act  let  a  little  character 
development  get  in  the  way  of  the 
action,  the  second  stops  the  tears 
occasionally  for  an  action  set  piece. 

At  least  some  viewers  will  enjoy 
what’s  happening  at  any  given  mo¬ 
ment  in  the  first  hour,  although  few 
will  appreciate  all  of  it.  But  that’s  the 
good  part.  Then  One  Good  Cop  goes 
bad.  The  desperate  Artie  dons  a  mask 
(did  somebody  mention  Batman!)  and 
rips  off  drug  kingpin  Tony  Plana. 
From  that  point  on,  the  script  is  both 
predictable  and  incredible. 

While  Keaton  is  —  let  us  not  for¬ 
get  Clean  and  Sober  —  a  fine  dramat¬ 
ic  actor,  he  can’t  make  us  believe 
Artie’s  actions  and  attitudes  in  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  the  film.  Writer-director 
Heywood  Gould  is  afraid  Keaton  will 
lose  our  sympathy  if  he  doesn’t  act 
totally  stupid,  both  on  and  off  the  job. 
The  final  “surprise”  is  telegraphed  at 
least  twice. 

One  point  in  One  Good  Cop's 
favor  is  that  it  doesn’t  expose  children 


to  violence  the  way  the  softer-rated 
Kindergarten  Cop  did  —  with  the 
exception  of  one  brief  scene  involv¬ 
ing  two  young  boys.  I’m  not  saying 
this  is  a  movie  for  kids,  but  it’s  less 
reprehensible  in  that  regard. 

I’M  MUCH  quicker  to  give 
offense  than  to  take  it  —  it’s  an 
occupational  hazard  —  but  occa¬ 
sionally  in  the  midst  of  an  all-out 
assault  on  my  intelligence  I’ll  take  the 
hint  and  get  insulted.  It  happened 
watching  FIX  and  it  happened  again 
watching  FX  2. 

A  lot  of  things  that  happen  in  FX  2 
happened  in  FIX.  Bryan  Brown 
encores  as  movie  special-effects  man 
Rollie  Tyler,  now  retired  and  making 
toys  for  a  living.  Again  he’s  sucked 
into  assisting  in  a  police  operation, 
and  even  the  dialogue’s  the  same: 
“You’ll  be  in  and  out  before  you  even 
break  a  sweat,”  says  Mike  (Tom 
Mason),  whose  ex-wife,  Kim  (Rachel 
Ticotin),  and  son  Chris  (Dominic 
Zamprogna)  are  living  with  Rollie. 
“That’s  what  they  said  the  last  time,” 
Rollie  replies.  But  he’s  too  nice  a  guy 
not  to  help  keep  a  beautiful  woman 
from  being  killed,  and  a  “peeper”  has 
threatened  to  murder  Lisa  Fallon  the 
next  night. 

Mike  is  killed,  not  by  the  peeper 
but  by  someone  else.  Rollie,  who  sees 
it  on  a  video  monitor  and  captures  it  on 
tape,  runs  into  the  building,  passing 
the  killer  on  the  stairs  as  casually  as  if 
they  were  neighbors.  But  he  doesn’t 
tell  the  police  he  has  a  picture  o.'  the 
murderer,  even  though  it’s  not  until  the 
next  morning  that  he  and  we  get  hints 
of  police  involvement  in  the  killing. 

Rollie  can’t  quite  do  it  alone.  He 
calls  on  Leo  (Brian  Dennehy),  the  ex¬ 
cop  he  teamed  with  in  FIX.  Leo  still 
has  inside  contacts  in  law  enforce¬ 
ment,  including  smouldering  roman¬ 
tic  interest  in  assistant  district  attor¬ 
ney  Joanna  Gleason  and  computer 
whiz  Josie  DeGuzman.  When  one  of 
them  gets  killed,  he  still  has  a  spare. 

Characters  are  written  out  of  FX  2 
like  a  soap  opera  with  declining  rat¬ 
ings.  There’s  a  ridiculous  sequence  in 
a  supermarket  with  Rollie  and  the 
murderer  chasing  each  other,  Rollie 
setting  traps,  and  his  adversary  stand¬ 
ing  there  waiting  for  the  effects  to 
take  effect  Not  only  don’t  we  find  out 
what  happens  to  the  killer  after  that, 
but  Kim  and  Chris  are  written  out  of 
the  last  third  of  the  picture  as  well. 

It  comes  down  to  a  transaction  in  a 
suburban  mansion.  Rollie  spends 
days  setting  up  (like  Macaulay  Culkin 
in  Home  Alone)  in  order  to  bust 
everyone  involved  in  the  fencing  of 
gold  coins  stolen  from  the  Vatican. 
When  it  turns  out  the  Mafia  is  buying 
them  to  give  them  back  to  the  church, 
it  puts  things  in  a  different  light,  but  it 
doesn’t  stop  the  action  or  make  any¬ 
one  reconsider  what  they’re  doing. 

The  movie’s  best  gimmick  is  a 
robot  clown  dolt  that  supposedly  apes 
the  movements  of  a  person  wearing 
the  controlling  “telemetry  suit.” 
Designed  for  children,  it’s  still  able  to 
deliver  a  disabling  kick  to  a  man’s 
groin  —  one  of  many  inconsistencies 
in  the  way  the  clown  is  deployed. 

Director  Richard  Franklin,  the 
Hitchcock  disciple  who  made  Psycho 
II,  aims  to  keep  things  moving  too 
fast  to  give  the  audience  time  to  think. 
On  some  viscend  level  he  succeeds  in 
making  the  movie  work,  and  that 
would  be  reason  enough  to  excuse  a 
few  holes  in  the  plot.  But  in  Bill 
Condon’s  script,  the  holes  are  the 
plot.  ■

W  w  phrase  that 

means:  “The  California  Walkabout 
Tour.”  This  second  event  in  this 
year’s  Earth  Drama  Lab  festival 
almost  didn’t  make  it  off  the  ground. 
Key  performers  —  tribal  Aboriginal 
sand  painters  Dinny  Nolan  Tjam- 
pitjinpa  and  Paddy  Carroll  Tjungur- 
rayi  —  had  trouble  leaving  their 
native  Australia.  “To  get  a  passport,” 
says  Mort  Markis,  one  of  the  tour’s 
organizers,  “you  need  a  birth  certifi¬ 
cate  —  something  these  tribal  people 
don’t  have.” 

But  thanks  to  help  from  the 
Australian  and  U.S.  embassies.  Bay 
Area  residents  will  get  a  chance  to 
learn  more  about  Aboriginal  culture 
than  they  could  ever  hope  to  glean 
from  films  like  The  Last  Wave  and 
Walkabout  when  Wartilpa  Kalipur- 
nangka  comes  to  the  Climate  Theater 
May  10, 11,  and  12. 

Earth  Drama  Lab  is  a  six-week 
arts  festival  in  San  Francisco  that  cel¬ 
ebrates  the  Earth  and  its  inhabitants 
through  a  series  of  theater,  poetry, 
film,  and  dance  performances  (see 
Bay  Guardian,  5/1/91).  It’s  now  in  its 
second  year. 

I  met  Tjampitjinpa,  Tjungurrayi, 
and  the  others  involved  in  Wartilpa 
Kalipumangka  —  performance  poet 
Terry  Whitebeach,  a  Tasmanian 
woman  of  Aboriginal  descent,  and 


two  contemporary  Australian  poets, 
Nigel  Roberts  and  Billy  Marshall- 
Stoneking  —  at  the  SF  airport  when 
they  arrived;  they  were,  to  say  the 
least,  exhausted. 

The  Walkabout  Tour,  they  ex¬ 
plained,  is  actually  a  30,000-year 
continuum  of  Australian  performance 
art. 

Many  of  the  Aboriginal  culture’s 
rituals  are  concerned  with  the 
“Eternal  Dreamtime”  or,  as 
Whitebeach  describes  it,  “the  psychic 
parameter  of  the  mythic  aspect  of 
one’s  being.”  Spirits  waiting  to  be 
reincarnated  as  humans  take  up  tem¬ 
porary  residence  in  rocks,  trees,  and 
animals.  The  Aborigines  believe 
everything  in  nature  is  “dreaming” 
and  that  these  spirit  children  are  just 
waiting  for  their  chance  to  be  born. 
Therefore,  to  the  tribal  culture,  every 
part  C'f  nature  is  sacred. 

Whitebeach  says  the  Aboriginal 
culture  teaches  us  “otherness.”  “They 
teach  us  to  celebrate  our  differences 
because  they  are  mysteries.  Perhaps 
we  can’t  think  with  a  lizard’s  brain, 
but  we  can  celebrate  the  mystery  of 
lizard.” 

For  the  first  part  of  the  Wartilpa 
performance,  the  tribal  Aborigines 
will  chant  their  tribe’s  storyline  and 
draw  sand  paintingsrmuch  as  they 
and  their  ancestors  have  done  in  com¬ 
munal  rituals  around  fires  for  more 
than  30,000  years  in  Australia.  In  the 
performance,  however,  the  paintings 
will  actually  be  done  on  canvas  with 
acrylic  paint  instead  of  etched  in  sand 
or  stone  with  a  stick.  “We  will  make 


big  paintings  on  the  ground.”  said 
Tjungurrayi,  when  asked  what  the 
performance  will  entail,  “and  tell  a 
story.”  When  asked  what  the  story 
was  about,  Tjungurrayi  shook  his 
head  and  merely  said,  “too  long.” 

During  the  second  part  of  the  per¬ 
formance  —  the  linking  of  past  and 
present  —  Terry  Whitebeach  will 
continue  the  oral  tradition  of 
Australian  performance  poetry. 

Part-Aborigine  herself,  White¬ 
beach  says  the  Aborigines  in  her 
native  Tamarind  were  nearly  wiped 
out.  Although  Tamarind  has  5,000 
people  who  identify  themselves  as 
part-Aborigine,  there  are  no  full- 
blooded  native  people  left  in  the 
country.  Whitebeach  has  spent  her 
life  piecing  together  information 
about  her  now-destroyed  heritage,  a 
situation  she  compares  to  that  of 
Native  Americans  in  this  country. 
“It’s  like  slowly  finding  fragments — 
if  you  shatter  a  mirror,  you  can  at  least 
pick  up  a  piece  of  it  and  still  see  a 
reflection  in  it.” 

Closing  the  show  will  be  readings 
by  modern  Australian  poets  Nigel 
Roberts  and  Billy  Marshall- 
Stoneking.  Both  poets  represent  the 
white  tradition  of  the  poet  who  is  con¬ 
tained  on  the  written  page  and  is 
meant  to  be  read  silently  alone  and 
carried  around  in  book  form  from 
place  to  place.  Marshall-Stoneking 
lived  with  Pintupi  Aborigines  for  five 
years.  He  has  since  produced  three 
documentaries  about  them  that  will 
also  be  shown  at  the  performance. 
Roberts  is  well-known  in  Australia  as 
one  of  the  fathers  of  that  country’s 
performance-poetry  movement. 

In  addition,  Bay  Area  residents 
can  also  participate  in  communal 
sand-painting  rituals  led  by  the  D  ibal 
Aborigines  at  Life  on  the  Water.  Call 
885-2791  for  more  information.  ■

IT’S  FINALLY  happened:  The 
ballet  world  has  acknowledged 
the  existence  of  the  Southern 
Hemisphere.  With  the  visit  of 
the  5-year-old  Miami  City 
Ballet,  we  got  a  look  at  a  company 
very  much  at  home  in  the  cool  ele¬ 
gance  of  Balanchine’s  classicism  as 
well  as  Peruvian  choreographer 
Jimmy  Gamonet  de  Los  Heros’  overt¬ 
ly  sensual  approach  to  the  human 
body.  Gamonet’s  two  works.  Nous 
Sommes  and  Transtangos,  were  intro¬ 
duced  by  Balanchine’s  Scotch 
Symphony  and  his  rarely  performed 
1953  work,  Valse  Faintaisie. 

When  looking  at  the  Scotch 
Symphony,  you  are  reminded  again  of 
the  kinship  between  Scottish 
Highland  dancing  and  ballet:  The 
upright  torso,  the  turnout  in  the  feet, 
and  the  intricate  footwork  in 
Highland  dancing  are  clearly  ballet- 
related.  (Some  aficionados  even 
claim  that  ballet  owes  these  basic 
dance  approaches  to  the  Scottish  mas¬ 
ters  who  apparently  were  employed 
by  the  French  courts.)  Even  though 
the  Scotch  Symphony's  formal  pattern 
is  classical,  with  an  ensemble  that  sets 
off  a  central  pas  de  deux,  Balanchine 
ttlso  picked  up  on  some  of  the  explicit 
patterns  of  Highland  dancing. 
Winsomely  danced  by  the  ensemble, 
including  a  somewhat  gangly  David 
Palmer  paired  with  a  very  feathery 


Maribel  Modrono,  it  was  a  charming 
mixture  of  exuberance  and  elegance. 

Hispanidad  dominated  the  other 
end  of  this  contrasting  evening  of 
dance,  even  though  few  of  the 
dancers  actually  are  Hispanic. 
Though  formally  quite  strict, 
Gamonet  employs  the  dancers  in  his 
lusty  Transtangos  in  a  physically 
assertive,  rounded  way  that  is  very 
attractive.  Using  arrangements  by 
Alfredo  Munar  of  tunes  by  Astor 
Piazzola,  the  Argentinian  composer 
who  turned  the  tango  on  its  smoulder¬ 
ing  head,  Gamonet  created  a  work  of 
thrusts  and  strides  and  a  jazzy  energy 
that  wooed  the  crowd.  Set  in  the  kind 
of  colorfully  art-deco  environment  so 
familiar  from  Miami  Vice,  this  work 
has  understandably  become  the 
Miami  company’s  signature  piece. 

Led  by  Venezuelans  Iliana  Lopez 
and  Franklin  Gamero,  Transtangos 
has  an  angular  and  wonderfully  con- 
frontive  sense  of  sexuality  about  it 
and  plays  straight  out  at  the  audience. 
The  women,  in  particular  —  maybe  in 
part  because  so  many  of  the  men 
seemed  rather  short  —  oozed  with 
haughtiness,  almost  disdainful  of 
their  partners,  who  turned  them  on  the 
top  of  their  heads  like  helicopter 
blades.  The  duet  choreography  was 
full  of  inventive  turns  —  Lopez  ped¬ 
aling  in  the  air  or  snapping;  out  of  a 
deep  tango  back-bend  —  all  fluidly 
evolving  to  the  persistent  plaint  of  the 
handoneon. 

The  other  Gamonet  work,  Nous 
Sommes,  also  featured  company  stars 
Lopez  and  Gamero.  It’s  a  stunning 
duet  that  starts  with  a  gulp  in  which 
he  slowly  lifts  her  up  on  top  of  him;  at 
the  end  of  the  piece,  the  two  return  to 
the  same  position.  They  move  like 
dream  lovers,  attached  to  each  other 


even  when  they  are  not.  Exploring 
their  bodies  through  a  series  of  slow, 
complicated,  and  probably  fiendishly 
difficult  lifts,  they  behave  as  if  there 
were  no  such  thing  as  momentum, 
sustained  only  by  the  power  of  poten¬ 
tial  energy. 

ON  A  much  more  modest 
level,  Ruth  Langridge’s 
Dance  Company  from  Marin 
also  provided  a  pleasant  evening. 
Langridge  has  the  good  sense  to 
always  invite  outside  choreographers 
to  set  work  on  her  small  company  for 
its  yearly  foray  into  San  Francisco. 
This  year,  the  guest  choreographers 
were  San  Diego’s  John  Malashock 
and  Christopher  Pilafian,  founding 
member  and  associate  artistic  director 
of  the  Jennifer  Muller  Company  in 
New  York.  Langridge,  who  includes 
at  least  one  world  premiere  in  her 
concerts,  rounded  out  the  program 
with  two  of  her  own  works. 

Langridge  opened  the  program 
with  the  premiere  —  her  White  Snake. 
Dressed  in  white  satin  slips,  the 
dancers  —  including  Penny  Gobbel, 
Lauren  Jones,  Sharon  Sato,  and 
Langridge’s  daughter  Suzanne  in  a 
cameo  role  —  explored  images  of 
women  loving  themselves,  each 
other,  and  their  daughters. 

Unfortunately,  at  this  point,  the 
multi-sectioned  work  still  looks  dif¬ 
fuse.  Some  of  the  images,  particularly 
the  mother-daughter  one,  were  effec¬ 
tive;  but  they  were  also  rather  simple- 
minded.  Langridge’s  What  is  Now 
was  much  more  successful  —  a  witty 
and  amusing  set  of  expanding  and 
contracting  dance  loops  set  to  a  Brian 
Eno  and  Johannes  Schmoelling  score. 

Malashock’s  Take  This  Waltz,  a 
driving  and  quasi-dramatic  quartet 
featuring  Richard  Chen  See  —  and  a 
piece  in  which  the  performers  seemed 
very  much  at  ease  —  had  an  attractive 
teasing  quality.  I  never  could  figure 
out,  however,  whether  or  not  Leonard 
Cohen’s  diffident  vocals  were  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  comic. 

The  high  point  of  the  evening  was 
Christopher  Pilafian  dancing  his  1990 
solo.  Half  Light,  to  a  pounding-heart 
score  by  Michael  Mortilla.  A  compact 
and  strong  dancer,  in  this  work  Pilafian 
fights  invisible  forces  that  try  to  pull 
him  off  balance,  stop  his  progression, 
and/or  attempt  to  tear  him  right  down 
the  middle.  Half  Light  is  a  finely  craft¬ 
ed,  solid  piece  of  choreography. 

Pilafian’s  other  work.  To  Your 
Credit,  involves  balancing  of  a  differ¬ 
ent  kind.  Set  to  a  jaunty  Scott  Joplin 
tune,  a  young  couple  begins  to  set  up 
house.  They  do  —  a  house  built  out  of 
giant  credit  cards.  It’s  a  light-hearted, 
one-joke  divertissement,  and  it  was 
an  amusing  conclusion  to  this  unpre¬ 
tentious  evening  of  dance. 

MOMIX  ALSO  performed 
this  past  week,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately,  the  20-year-old 
company  added  only  two  new 
wgnettes  to  its  collection  of  by-now- 
pretty-stale  golden  oldies.  Natural 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  featured  a 
soloist  whose  butt  cleverly  was 
turned  into  breasts,  cleavage  includ¬ 
ed.  The  other,  White  Widow  —  also  a 
solo  —  featured  a  dancer  in  white 
who  hung  from  a  trapeze  in  white  toe 
shoes. 

It  looks  like  Momix  won’t  evolve. 
The  company  is  what  it  is  —  not  get¬ 
ting  any  better  but,  at  the  same  time, 
not  getting  much  worse  —  doing 
what  it  does  best,  with  cotton-candy 
music  and  Windham  Hill  dancing.  ■

The  Grateful  Dead  gets  a  high-budget  tribute. 


Various  Artists, 

Deadicated  (Arista) 

The  fundamental  question  in  the  ongo¬ 
ing  onslaught  of  tribute  albums  —  in 
which  motley  assemblages  of  rock  and 
pop  musicians  perform  the  songs  of 
rock  and  pop  icons  ranging  from  Neil 
Young,  the  Byrds,  and  Roky  Erikson  to 
Kurt  Weill  and  Cole  Porter  and,  here, 
the  Grateful  Dead  —  is,  What  do  you 
want  them  to  sound  like?  Should  the 
cover  version  be  meticulously  faithful  to 
the  original;  should  the  tribute-payers 
simply  try  to  sound  like  themselves;  or 
is  there  a  happy  medium  where  the 
character  of  the  songs  and  the  new  per¬ 
formers  merge  into  a  whole  that  says 
something  new  about  both?  If  the  latter 
is  the  ideal,  then  Deadicated  falls  short, 
although  that  failing  may  be  obscured  by 
the  high-budget  posse  of  artists  from  all 
walks  of  popdom,  including  Los  Lobos, 
Elvis  Costello,  Suzanne  Vega,  Dwight 
Yoakum,  Lyle  Lovett,  Indigo  Girls,  Jane’s 
Addiction,  Burning  Spear,  and  Dr.  John. 
Moreover,  Deadhead  or  not,  it’s  virtually 
impossible  to  malign  such  a  strong  col¬ 
lection  of  songs  from  the  pens  of 
Hunter,  Barlow,  Dawson,  Garcia,  Weir, 
and  Lesh:  Fans  who  spring  for  this 
Rainforest  Action  Network  benefit  album 
to  hear  their  particular  heartthrob  might 
learn  a  thing  or  15  about  the  consistent 
songcraft  of  the  Grateful  Dead.  But 
many  of  these  cover  versions  sound 
either  like  the  performers  were  emulat¬ 
ing  the  Dead  —  not  surprising  for  part- 
time  Dead  keyboardist  Bruce  Hornsby 
singing  “Jack  Straw,"  merely  likable  with 
Los  Lobos  cruising  through  “Bertha” 
and  the  Indigo  Girls  harmonizing  on 
“Uncle  John’s  Band,"  and  disappointing 
for  Warren  Zevon  with  David  Lind  ley 
doing  “Casey  Jones’  —  or  like  they 
didn’t  care  enough  about  the  song  to 
stretch  themselves  beyond  their  own 
sound  —  Suzanne  Vega  waxing  porce¬ 
lain  on  “China  Doll"  and  "Cassidy,” 
Dwight  Yoakum  “Truckin'  ”  in  neutral,  Dr. 
John  standing  pat  for  “Deal."  Midnight 
Oil  and  Burning  Spear  sound  like  vintage 
Midnight  Oil  and  Burning  Spear.  Cowboy 
Junkies  do  manage  to  sound  dead,  but 
that’s  par  for  these  somnambulant 
Canadians.  The  great  exceptions  — 

Elvis  Costello's  “Ship  of  Fools,"  Lyle 
Lovett’s  “Friend  of  the  Devil,"  and 
Jane’s  Addiction’s  “Ripple”  —  almost 
carry  the  weight  of  the  entire  project, 
but  also  point  out  that  what  Deadicated 
lacks  most  is  dedication.

Tom  Constanten,  OutSides 

Best  known  as  the  supplementary  key¬ 
boardist  on  the  Grateful  Dead’s  second 
and  third  albums  (Anthem  of  the  Sun 
and  Aoxomoxoa),  the  interlude  pianist 
on  KQED  radio's  “West  Coast  Weekend" 
variety  show,  and  frequent  collaborator 
in  the  Henry  Kaiser  Band,  T.C.  is  one  of 
the  most  versatile,  and  woefully  under¬ 


rated,  keyboardists  of  the  past  several 
rock/new  music  generations.  That  he 
un-self-consciously  and  uncompromis¬ 
ingly  traverses  both  terrains  keeps  him 
out  of  the  mainstream.  But  that  obvious¬ 
ly  suits  him,  for  as  OutSides  shows,  it’s 
music  that  T.C.  loves.  His  compositions 
are  influenced  by  such  pre-moderns  as 
Guillaume  de  Machaut  (1300-1377)  and 
J.S.  Bach,  as  well  as  such  moderns  as 
Karlheinz  Stockhausen  and  Jerry 
Garcia.  These  15  tracks,  composed 
between  1962  and  1990  (with  a  brief 
leap  back  six  centuries)  and  ranging 
from  an  eight-minute  sonata  to  a  51- 
second  rondo,  are  performed  on  electric 
and  acoustic  keyboards  and  make  for 
the  kind  of  intriguing  listening  you'd 
expect  from  titles  like  “Claude 
Greenberg’s  Springtime  Catch,”  “The 
Disco  Delius  Banjo  Bash,"  and  “The 
Unspeakable  Pact  of  Mohair  Bubba  and 
Slim  Salabim."  (Available  from  Tom

Daniel  Ash,  Coming  Down 

(Beggars  Banquet/RCA) 

On  this,  his  first  solo  LP,  Love  and 
Rockets’  singer  and  guitarist  Daniel  Ash 
has  created  a  sophisticated  version  of 
the  trendy,  dark  industrial  music  that 
currently  echoes  throughout  the  dank 
corridors  of  the  hippest  modern  rock 
dance  clubs.  That  may  not  sound 
romantic,  but  the  way  Ash  does  it,  it  is. 
The  record  is  insidiously  listenable  —  all 
thick,  pulsating  drums  and  sinewy 
melodies  topped  by  Ash's  studio-pro- 
cessed,  and  thus  inhuman-sounding, 
vocals.  This  sound,  though  severely 
lacking  in  passion,  is  somehow  extreme¬ 
ly  expressive  of  the  languorous  apathy 
of  a  modern-day  poetic  sensibility,  and 
as  such,  it's  a  compelling  work. 

“Coming  Down”  contains  several  covers 
—  the  Beatles’  “Day  Tripper,”  for 
instance,  and  the  lounge-act  standard 
“Me  and  My  Shadow"  —  that  have  been 
sonically  twisted  into  compelling,  harsh 
dance  tracks  and  some  original  songs 
that  are  inspired  updates  of  older 
songs:  “Walk  This  Way,"  for  instance, 
sounds  like  nothing  so  much  as 
Santana’s  “Black  Magic  Woman”  gone 
Gothic.  Ash's  solo  material  bears  more 
of  a  resemblance  to  Love  and  Rockets’ 
work  than  “Songs  From  Another 
Season,"  his  colleague  David  J.’s  more 
acoustically  oriented  solo  effort  of  last 
year,  but  it  is  a  good  deal  more  sophisti¬ 
cated,  slower,  and  more  evocative  than 
Love  and  Rockets’  frantic  rock  sound. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  album’s 
elegant  title  cut,  “Coming  Down,"  which 
is  about  the  joys  of  getting  high,  and 
both  begins  and  ends  the  LP  at  different 
tempos.  Given  the  risks  that  real  deca¬ 
dence  now  incurs,  listening  to  “Coming 
Down”  is  the  next  best  thing  to  being 
there.

When  self-described  “intel¬ 
lectual  transsexual”  Bambi! 
waltzes  onto  Josie’s  stage  this 
Friday,  you  might  not  notice 
the  Mt.  Tam-sized  chip  she’s 
gracefully  carrying  on  her 
shoulder.  In  spite  of  being  the 
butt  of  jokes  for  her 
“transgender”  position — she ’s 
a  pre-operative  transsexual  — 
the  chanteuse  takes  herself  and 
her  art  seriously.  She’s  lived 
through  ’70s  surge,  ’80s  camp, 
and  opening  gigs  for  the 
Butthole  Surfers,  X,  Jesus  and 
Mary  Chain,  Madness,  and  the 
Stranglers.

Her  show  addresses  her  20-year 
struggle  with  life  as  a  would-be 
transsexual,  a  life  that  emulates 
aspects  of  womanhood  rather 
than  ridiculing  perceived 
flightiness.  She’s  no  dumb 
“chick  with  a  dick,”  she’s  an 
elegant,  articulate  “she-male” 
with  a  penchant  for  expensive 
clothing  and  makeup.  And  why 
should  even  the  stodgiest  of 
conservatives  take  offense? 
She’s  laying  down  her  share  of 
dough  at  the  Macy’s  makeup 
counter.

Memory  Tricks 

No  subject  is  out  of  bounds  for  a 
gifted  comedy  writer  with  one  foot 
in  reality  and  the  other  on  a 
banana  peel.  Marga  Gomez 
doesn't  get  to  her  mother’s  infir¬ 
mity  until  well  into  the  second  act, 
when  her  autobiographical  show, 
written  with  director  David  Ford, 
takes  a  more  —  but  not  entirely 
—  serious  turn.  Gomez  shows  us 
the  dark  side  of  I  Love  Lucy  as 
she  describes  life  with  her  show¬ 
biz  parents  —  her  father  a  Cuban 
comic  and  her  mother  a  Puerto 
Rican  dancer  who  "always  wanted 
a  Caucasian  nose,  like  Michael 
Jackson's.”  With  throwaway  lines 
that  tie  in  later,  Gomez  carries  us 
along  from  her  mantra  —  “Never 
be  like  my  mother"  — through  a 
life  of  increasing  similarity:  “I'm 
not  trying  to  say  my  mother  taught 
me  every  negative  personality  trait 
I  have.  Some  I  inherited.”  But  her 
underlying  love  holds  the  audience 
when  the  non-stop  one-liners  slow 
down  and  her  serious  acting  talent 
is  revealed.  This  show  could  take 
Gomez  back  to  New  York  for  her 


13  minutes  of  fame.
